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‘Protect us from 
anti-fur brigade’ 


Market traders’ plea over animal-rights campaigners

TRADERS at Portobello Market 
are calling for protection against 
anti-fur campaigners who have 
vowed to stage protests until 
stalls stop selling fur and animal 
skins. 

The stallholders fear that the 
demonstrations by dozens of 
shouting animal-rights cam¬ 
paigners with megaphones will 
have “a devastating effect” on all 
trade at the market as “terri¬ 


fied” shoppers stay away from 
Portobello. 

Non-fur stallholders say the 
Saturday protests are already 
starting to damage trade and are 
putting off people from visiting 
the world-famous market. 

The traders who sell vintage 
fur coats and clothing want 
Kensington and Chelsea council, 
which manages the market, to 
investigate whether legal action 
can be taken against the 
protesters for “harassment”. 

Although police have arrested 


at least one of the animal ac¬ 
tivists, fears are rising at the 
market because the protesters 
have warned: “We now plan to 
keep protesting until the fur 
traders cease to exist. We want 
to send a clear message that peo¬ 
ple don’t want fur in their 
streets”. 

A spokesman for the cam¬ 
paigners said: “We started the 
protest after seeing the dramatic 
rise of cheap fur everywhere.”

I HOPE I die before I get old. 
That will always be Roger 
Daltrey’s most memorable 
line. But with The Who 
classics still ringing in his 
ears, the 72-year-old has now 
turned his attention towards sav¬ 
ing lives rather than ending 
them. 

The iconic frontman, who fa¬ 
mously captured the spirit of his 
generation in that era-defining 
track, is putting the music to 
good use and making sure sick 
children enjoy the best years of 
their lives. 

As the Teenage Cancer Trust’s 
honorary patron, Daltrey - now 
a CBE, of course - has been the 
driving force behind almost 20 
years of blockbuster fundraisers 
at the Royal Albert Hall in Kens¬ 
ington. 

The money-spinning gigs have 
generated millions of pounds to 
help young people living with 
cancer, with Daltrey calling in 
favours from some of the biggest 
names in rock and comedy over 
the years. 

But it will be an extra-special 
outing for the band in 2017 as The 
Who mark 100 nights of Teenage 
Cancer Trust shows with a one- 
off acoustic rendition of their 
classic rock opera Tommy. 

A select audience will have the 
chance to experience the album 
in its entirety for the first time in 
almost 30 years. 

“We’ve come a long way since 
the first fundraiser back in 2000 
and I’m every bit as passionate 
about the work of the Teenage 
Cancer Trust as I was back then,” 
says Daltrey, who will front the 
band over two nights in March 
and April. 

“There have been some incred¬ 
ible moments over the years - 
and playing Tommy, an album 
that we haven’t performed in full 
since 1989, will be a really special 
way to celebrate the 100th show 
at the Royal Albert Hall.” 

Daltrey, who was born at Ham¬ 
mersmith Hospital and grew up 
in West London, has been a 
champion for the cancer cause 
for many years. Along with his 
work for the trust, he’s also 
popped across the Pond to set up 
a new charity in the United 
States - Teen Cancer America.

Daltrey and fellow Who 
founder Pete Townshend have 
been supporters of the trust for 
more than a quarter of a century 
and the band famously headlined 
the very first TCT show at the 
Royal Albert Hall in 2000. 

Seven-figure sums have been 
raised for the trust thanks to Dal¬ 
trey’s graft - but the mission is 
far from over, with seven people 
aged 13 to 24 facing a diagnosis 
every day. 

The charity needs to hit the 
£20-million-a-year mark by 2020 to 
be certain that every young per¬ 
son in the UK can access its spe¬ 
cialist cancer care. 

“These shows are all about 
raising money to support young 
people with cancer so they don’t 
have to face treatment alone,” 
says Daltrey. 

“Teenage Cancer Trust is there 
for them before, during and after 
the treatment and makes sure 
they are young people first, can¬ 
cer patients second.”

Albert Hall on March 30 and April

A TALENTED local girl will 
have her work displayed in the 
2017 Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea community calen¬ 
dar after winning a prestigious 
art competition. 

Tasya Andrienko, a Year Six 
pupil at Hyde Park School in 
South Kensington, was an¬ 
nounced as a winner of the 
Road Safety Artwork Competi¬ 
tion. 

Youngsters from across the 
borough were challenged by 
the council’s road safety and 
travel plan team to create a 
unique piece of artwork reflect¬ 
ing the subject of world pollu¬ 
tion, in a bid to spread aware¬ 
ness and help educate children 
about the effects of pollution. 

Tasya and 11 other local chil¬ 
dren were selected as winners. 
And as a result of their 
achievements, they will see 
their work displayed in the 
community’s 2017 calendar 
which will go on sale at inde¬ 
pendent retailers across the 
area.

Her win is 
truly deserved. 

“It is also a brilliant compe¬ 
tition that not only champions 
budding young artists but also 
carries an important message 
about our community and the 
damaging effects of pollution. 

“At Hyde Park School, we en¬ 
deavour to support all of our 
students to follow their pas¬ 
sions and excel at whatever 
they enjoy. 

“It is fantastic to see Tasya 
flourish with her artwork and 
we look forward to seeing other 
students follow in her foot¬ 
steps.” 

Hyde Park School was 
founded by Lady Macpherson 
in 1962 under the same name 
before changing to Ravenstone 
School in 1988. 

Since its inception, the 
school has grown from a small 
day nursery into a 190-pupil 
pre-prep and prep school, span¬ 
ning two prominent Central 
London locations. 


This is dearest place 
in world for renting

ESTATE agents’ research has 
discovered that Kensington 
and Chelsea is the most expen¬ 
sive place for renting in the en¬ 
tire world - and families need 
to earn more than £220,000 a 
year to live here. 

The research has found that 
when it comes to renting a 
home, tenants need to find 
more cash than if they were to 
live anywhere else on the 
planet. 

Kensington and Chelsea has 
been named the least-afford¬ 
able borough in which to rent 
in London. Rent per square me¬ 
tre is £72.40 per month. 

The study, by the London- 
based online estate agent 
Nested.com, found that to rent 
the recommended space for one 
person and cover additional 
living costs in Kensington and 
Chelsea, an individual needs 
an income of £9,736.55 per 
month, or £116,838.60 per year. 

To afford the rent for the 
minimum space recommended 
for a family of four in Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea, a monthly in¬ 
come of £18,474.48 is needed. 
This is equal to an annual in¬ 
come of £221,693.76. 

The cost of living in the 
royal borough is three times 
the London average and five 
times more expensive than the 
cheapest borough, Bexley. 

Westminster is London’s sec¬ 
ond most expensive borough, 
with rent of £54.82 per square 
metre, demanding an income 
of £88,468 for a lone tenant and 
£167,862 for a family of four. 

Rent in the City of London 
is £44.42 per square metre, re¬ 
quiring earnings of £71,684 for 


one tenant and £136,016 for a 
family. 

In Hammersmith & Fulham, 
London’s fifth least-affordable 
borough after Camden, the 
rental is £32.86 per square me¬ 
tre - less than half as much as 
its RBKC neighbour - and the 
yearly income required for a 
single person to rent is £53,029 
and £100,619 for a family of four. 

On average, Londoners must 
earn a gross salary of at least 
£3,323.07 per month to afford to 
live alone and meet additional 
living costs. That equates to a 
gross salary of £39,876.84 per 
year. 

A family living in London 
must earn an average of 
£6,305.31 per month to cover 
rent plus living costs. That 
equates to a gross salary of 
£75,663.72 per year. 

In Bexley, rent per square 
metre is £13.30 per month. To 
afford to rent alone and cover 
additional living costs there, 
an individual must earn an in¬ 
come of £1,788.62 per month, or 
£21,463.44 per year, and a family 
of four would need a monthly 
income of £3,393.79, equal to an 
annual income of £40,725.48. 

The Rental Affordability In¬ 
dex study investigated the 
price of renting per square me¬ 


tre in 33 London boroughs, 15 
UK cities and 72 cities world¬ 
wide - and revealed that those 
renting homes in Kensington 
and Chelsea could save a 
packet if they lived elsewhere. 

Outside London, the UK’s 
second most-expensive place to 
rent is Edinburgh, where the 
cost per square metre is £12.85, 
requiring one person to earn 
£20,737 per year. A family of 
four would need to earn £39,347 
to live there. 

But to live in Liverpool, 
where the rent per square me¬ 
tre is just £7.19 - one tenth of 
the cost of renting in Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea - one person 
living alone needs to earn only 
£11,603 and a family needs 
£22,016 per year. 

Renting in the royal borough 
is far more expensive than the 
cost of renting a home in the 
five most costly cities outside 
the UK. 

In San Francisco, rent is 
£42.81 per square metre and 
one person living alone needs 
to earn £69,086 per year. 

In New York City (£4103 per 
square metre), a solo tenant re¬ 
quires an annual income of 
£66,213. 

To rent in Hong Kong (£33.14 
per square metre) a singleton 


needs to earn £53,48L In Dubai 
(£30.49 per square metre) the 
necessary income is £49,204, 
and in Singapore (£28.84 per 
square metre) one person liv¬ 
ing alone requires £46,541 a 
year and a family of four needs 
to earn £88,310. 

But if Kensington and 
Chelsea’s large community of 
bankers were to move to Berlin 
or Barcelona they would be 
quids in. 

In Berlin, rental property is 
£10.81 per square metre, requir¬ 
ing earnings of £17,445 for a sin¬ 
gle person and £33,100 for a fam¬ 
ily. And in Barcelona (£10.27 
per square metre) the respec¬ 
tive required salaries are 
£16,573 and £31,447. 

“The comprehensive study 
was undertaken in order to un¬ 
derstand the costs associated 
with renting as an individual 
and as a family, and to deter¬ 
mine whether cities are becom¬ 
ing increasingly unaffordable,” 
said a spokesman for Nested, 
com. 

Residents of the royal bor¬ 
ough who find that the cost of 
renting is a stretch should look 
at moving to Egypt for the best 
savings. Of the 120 locations in¬ 
cluded in the study, Cairo is 
the cheapest city to rent prop¬ 
erty, at just £3.05 per square 
metre. 

To afford to rent alone and 
cover additional living costs in 
Cairo, an individual must earn 
£4,922.04 per year. A family of 
four renting in Cairo need an 
annual income of just £9,339.36 
per year. 

At the time this newspaper 
went to press, the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and 
Chelsea had not replied to a re¬ 
quest for a comment.

Speed of aviation tech’s 
progress is astonishing 

W HILE I don't claim to be an expert in the history 
of aviation, a couple of key dates are lodged in 
my memory. On December 17 1903, Orville 
Wright did something no human had ever done 
before by taking to the air in a powered airplane. He flew the 
prestigious distance of 120 feet at 6.8 miles an hour. There 
was to be no going back. Wilbur Wright was next up and dis¬ 
tances increased and things were never to be the same 
again. 

What I find mildly astonishing is just how quickly aviation 
technology progressed from that historic day in North Car¬ 
olina.To think that about 30 years later Frank Whittle had in¬ 
vented the jet engine and, by 1947, Chuck Yeager was flying 
a supersonic jet almost beggars belief. 

But not everything connected with aviation progresses so 
swiftly, well certainly not the seemingly never-ending debate 
about expanding airport capacity, especially at Heathrow. 

In the 1960s the Wilson government set up a commission 
to look at the pros and cons of a third London airport and 
recommended a site in Buckinghamshire. In the early 1970s 
the Heath government rejected this proposal. 

In 1978 Mr Callaghan had a go and a White Paper said 
Heathrow capacity was "restricted". Mrs Thatcher then en¬ 
tered No 10 and her government wanted to develop regional 
airports and expand Heathrow, Gatwick and Stansted as the 
traffic developed. By 1990 the government wanted to ex¬ 
pand Heathrow and BA wanted an extra runway. Come 1995 
and the government was rejecting new runways at Gatwick 
and Heathrow. 

I could go on into the Blair and Cameron years but I won't, 
as you will have got the picture by now. Aircraft technology 
went from flights of under seven miles an hour to supersonic 
in 44 years while political decisions as to whether or not to 
increase capacity at Heathrow have rumbled along the run¬ 
way for more than 50 years. 

Readers who have followed the recent twists and turns of 
the Heathrow saga will know the government believes a new 
runway will strengthen the UK's links with the rest of the 
world, offering new and improved opportunities for tourism 
and trade. 

As a council we've opposed a third runway primarily for 
the impact we believe it will have on noise, air quality and 
road traffic. 

The government is promising to address the environmen¬ 
tal impacts with a package of measures it describes as world 
class. It believes expansion can be delivered within existing 
air-quality requirements though this would, in any case, be 
a condition of planning approval. The government has re¬ 
cently begun a four-month consultation on plans for a third 
runway at Heathrow Airport. 

Formally speaking, the consultation is on a draft National 
Policy Statement on expanding runway capacity and airport 
infrastructure in the South East. 

The draft NPS sets out: 

• the need for additional airport capacity in the South East; 
• why government believes that need is best met by a 
north-west runway at Heathrow Airport; 

• the specific requirements that the new runway will need 
to meet to gain development consent on issues such as pol¬ 
lution, climate change, habitats, health, good design and 
cost. 

There will be a number of consultation events across Lon¬ 
don, including one at Kensington Town Hall on Wednesday 
1 March. This drop-in event is open to all. It begins at 11 am 
and finishes at 8pm. It is also possible to participate online. 
All the background documents and consultation response 
forms are available at gov.uk/dft/heathrow-airport- 
expansion.The consultation ends at 11.45pm on Thursday 
May 25. 

To address the worries about noise, climate change and 
air quality, the government is proposing a range of counter 
measures that includes legally binding noise targets, a ban 
of six-and-a-half hours on scheduled night flights, and new 
technology to make airspace more efficient and reduce the 
need for stacking, thereby making journeys faster and more 
environmentally friendly. 

However, the council remains very concerned about the 
environmental impact of a third runway and will be studying 
the measures outlined very closely before responding. 

This is an important chance for residents to make their 
views on airport expansion known, so please come to the 
event on March 1.

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Exciting times on horizon

A T the end of last year Westway 
Trust held a five-day open public 
exhibition of the latest proposals 
for the Portobello scheme. There 
were 165 visitors to the exhibi¬ 
tion, in addition to the 80-plus groups and 
local people we shared it with prior to the 
exhibition. 

We were pleased that the feedback was 
positive for our plans to invigorate local re¬ 
tail, support market traders, create new arts 
and cultural spaces, bring new homes for¬ 
ward and provide improvements to the Por¬ 
tobello Green and public areas. 

People told us that they feel that the 
scheme has been improved in response to 
public feedback and now reflects what is im¬ 
portant to the area. 

There was a consensus that the current 
buildings on Acklam Road are not up to 
scratch, which limits their use, and there 
was strong support for a new flexible, multi¬ 
purpose, arts, culture and civic space. 

Exhibition visitors were interested in the 
new market hall that will appear under the 
Westway alongside the existing market 
canopy and many commented that the de¬ 
sign suited the area. 

Our continued focus on independent retail 
was welcomed, and people agree that the 


shops and market must complement each 
other, as well encouraging support for start¬ 
ups through new pop-up spaces. 

Finally, there was significant support for 
our approach to bringing a small develop¬ 
ment of truly affordable housing to the area.

Following the exhibition and the positive 
feedback we’ve received we have made the 
decision to seek planning permission for the 
development of the bays on either side of 
Portobello and the car-park site, the Porto¬ 
bello Green and Thorpe Close scheme and 
will be submitting three separate applica¬ 
tions, covering these different parts of the 
scheme, over the coming weeks. 

There were of course many questions aris¬ 
ing from the public exhibition - about who 
benefits and operates the arts, culture, civic 


and performance spaces; how the market 
will relate to new development; and how the 
shop-workspaces and pop-up units will be 
used; how will the scheme will be financed; 
how environmental concerns will be incor¬ 
porated into the scheme. 

These questions, focused on detail and 
operation, are not covered at the 
planning-application stage, and as we con¬ 
tinue our engagement with local people now 
is the right time to start discussing them in 
depth. 

We’ve already made progress on the envi¬ 
ronmental aspects of the development, par¬ 
ticularly around affordable housing. 

The development will meet stringent mod¬ 
ern energy-efficient standards and we’re 
looking at including further green elements 
like solar panels on the roof of the building, 
and additional filtration systems that would 
remove nitrogen dioxide, and the pollutant 
particles generated by traffic on the West¬ 
way flyover, all of which need to be negoti¬ 
ated with our preferred housing bidder. 

We’re working with local environmental 
groups to gather evidence about air quality 
locally so that we can design further efforts 
to mitigate pollution. 

In addition, we’re looking at ways to trial 
potential uses of the new arts and culture 
spaces by inviting people working, or inter¬ 
ested, in creativity, to experiment in the 
spaces as they are currently to see what 
works and gauge demand. We’re establishing 
a Westway Arts Network which will put 
local people at the heart of decision-making 
about how we support arts and culture in 
the area, as well as enabling connections and 
relationships between local creative people 
and the arts and cultural organisations 
around us. 

The exhibition was an important mile¬ 
stone on the journey towards enhancing the 
Portobello area but it was just the latest step 
in the consultation that we will be continu¬ 
ing right throughout the planning, construc¬ 
tion and operation of this scheme. 

If you would like to get involved in the en¬ 
vironmental aspects, the Westway Arts Net¬ 
work, or in any other aspect of the project 
you can contact us through our website. 

In many ways the most exciting aspects of 
this development lie ahead as we decide on 
the details and the operation of the spaces 
within it. 

I look forward to working with local peo¬ 
ple to make these important decisions. 



Regime restricts 
legitimate debate 

I AM concerned that Nick Paget Brown's 
style of government, as leader of 
Kensington and Chelsea council, is stifling 
the voicing of dissent in the council 
chamber. 

• He has cut the number of formal council 
meetings each year from seven to five; 

• He has cut the length of council meetings by 
an hour, and now despite undertakings that 
common sense and flexibility would be shown, 
a guillotine falls at 8.30pm sharp on full council 
and councillors then file out to supper whether 
or not there is important business still to 
debate; 

• The resources and staffing made available to 
'scrutiny'and to councillors who are not 
cabinet members has been cut and the single 
officer previously earmarked to assist 
backbenchers and the entire opposition has 
been'assigned to other duties'; 

• The cabinet ruthlessly controls what matters 
come to full council for debate and the timing 
of the announcement of important decisions. 

The cutting-back in the number of council 
meetings has already meant that there was no 
meeting of the council for 16 weeks over the 
summer months and the usurpation of the 
December council meeting by a public 
meeting about planning issues (a worthwhile 
meeting but one which could have happened 
on any other night) meant that over the 
extended Christmas period there was no 
council meeting for a further 14 weeks. 

This meant that in the six months since the 
disastrous plans to cut 700 hospital beds in 
north west London under the secretive and 
increasingly sinister'NHS Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan'began to be uncovered - 
and which have now led to the resignation of 
the chief executive of Imperial Hospitals - the 
council of RBKC has found only a single two- 
minute slot for an opposition councillor to 
attempt to raise the alarm. 

Given the complacency of the council and 
its systematic aversion to looking at anything 
outside its immediate borders or direct field of 
responsibility, it was perhaps too much to 
expect RBKC to join with Hammersmith and 
Ealing councils to publicly oppose the 
transformation plans but we could at least find 
time to debate them. 

After all, at the January council meeting time 
was found for the council to vote on the 
appointment of a recorder to grace civic 
processions (in full bottomed wig and robes) 
but still no time for pressing health or 
education matters. 

It was once notoriously said by a former 
Conservative RBKC cabinet member: "We hear 
but we do not listen." 

In Nick Paget-Brown's regime it now looks 
increasingly like they do not even wish to have 
the possibility of hearing anything they might 
find disagreeable.

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Struggle to save library 
is thrown into confusion

THE struggle to save North Kensington 
Library for the community has been 
thrown into utter confusion. 

Last week campaigners hoping to keep 
the 166-year-old library for community use 
were thrilled to learn that they may yet 
save it, if they could find the cash to lease 
it. 

In a new twist, Kensington and Chelsea 
council agreed that it can be listed as an 
asset of community value. 

That means that the Friends of North 
Kensington Library, the protest group 
leading the campaign against the council 
plan to replace the Ladbroke Grove li¬ 
brary with a new one 50 yards away in 
Lancaster Road, could technically take it 
on themselves. 

The council plans to build the new li¬ 
brary and then lease the original Victo¬ 
rian building to Notting Hill Prep School 
for a rent of £365,000 a year for 25 years. 

Campaigners want the existing library 
to be kept for use by the community and 
not leased to the £6,100-a-term private 
school. 


It was expected that the council, which 
owns the building, would now want a rival 
bid from the Friends which at least 
matches the prep school deal - and that 
would mean raising a total of £9,125,000. 

“We have been notified that our appli¬ 
cation to have the building listed as an 
asset of community value has been suc¬ 
cessful,” said a spokesman for the cam¬ 
paign. 

“The council is now obliged formally to 
inform us of its intention to dispose of the 
library, at which point it must allow the 
community six weeks to submit an expres¬ 
sion of interest in the building. 

“Once that expression of interest has 
been submitted, groups have six months 
to make an alternative offer on the lease. 
The council are not obliged to accept the 
community’s bid but we imagine it would 
be politically difficult to turn down a vi¬ 
able bid to keep a local asset in community 
use.” 

But now the council has dashed hopes 
by claiming that it has already done the 
deal with the prep school. 

A council spokesman said: “ACV status 
does not restrict who a building can be 
sold to, or at what price - nor does it place 


any restriction on what an owner can do 
with the property. 

“The ACV rules are there simply to en¬ 
sure the community has a chance to put 
together a bid should the property come 
to the market. 

“But as the campaigners know, the old 
library won’t be coming to the market. 
That’s because its future was settled many 
months ago when the council agreed to 
lease the building to a nearby prep school 
for 25 years.” 

But the project has yet to get planning 
permission and the school has not yet 
signed the lease on the library. 

And campaigners are hoping that con¬ 
tinued community pressure will deter the 
school. 

“We ask your readers to get in touch 
with us and join the conversation about 
alternative futures for this incredibly im¬ 
portant community asset,” said the cam¬ 
paign spokesman. 

“This area has a unique history of cre¬ 
ative interventions into public space and 
we look forward to North Kensington Li¬ 
brary joining the long list of brilliant 
places made available to all through com¬ 
munity action.”

Developers warned after 
firm is fined over advert 


DEVELOPERS have been 
warned about illegal advertis¬ 
ing in Kensington and Chelsea 
after a building company was 
fined £600 having admitted 
at Westminster Magistrates' 
Court to the display of an 
unauthorised advertisement 
on a hoarding in a Notting Hill 
conservation area. 

The court heard that offi¬ 
cers from Kensington and 
Chelsea's planning enforce¬ 
ment team had visited 22 
Pembridge Crescent, where a 
large advert for Kenham 
Building Ltd was being dis¬ 
played while the company 
was carrying out building 
works for the homeowners. 

"It is a criminal offence for 
a developer to display more 
than one advertisement on a 
building-site hoarding in a 
conservation area, unless it 
first receives consent from the 


local council," said a spo¬ 
kesman for the royal borough. 
"Furthermore, if only one ad¬ 
vert is on display, it must re¬ 
late to the building company 
carrying out the works and be 
no greater than two metres 
square in area." 

In January 2016 the com¬ 
pany was warned in writing 
by the council's planning en¬ 
forcement team that its adver¬ 
tisement was too large and 
must be removed, or face 
prosecution. When the adver¬ 
tisement was not removed, le¬ 
gal proceedings began. 

The court heard that Ken¬ 
ham Building Ltd had no pre¬ 
vious convictions. Magistrates 
gave the company credit for 
its early guilty plea before fin¬ 
ing it £600 for the offence and 
ordering it to pay costs of 
£500. It is also required to pay 
a victim surcharge of £60. 


A CONVICTED murderer’s 
girlfriend who conspired to 
access a top-secret criminal 
database in a bid to help her 
partner’s appeal has been 
jailed for five years. 

Lydia Lauro began work¬ 
ing as a detention officer at 
Hammersmith police station 
in January 2012. She worked 
with fellow employee Hayden 
Cheremeh to access the Met’s 
intelligence system. 

She examined dozens of 
confidential reports as she 
tried to trace the anonymous 
witness whose evidence had 
helped to convict her partner, 
Leon De St Aubin, two 
months earlier. 

De St Aubin and Rupert 
Ross were found guilty of the 
gangland execution of Darcy 
Austin-Bruce, of Fulham, in 
November 2011 and had been 
preparing to appeal against 
the conviction. 

Lauro, 33, and Cheremeh, 
36, had worked together to 
find evidence that could sup¬ 
port the appeal but detectives 
unravelled the conspiracy 
and arrested the pair in May 
2013. In July, both were con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit misconduct in a public of¬ 
fice. They were jailed for five 
years last week. 

Det Supt Tom Whorwood 
worked on the case as part of 
the Met’s directorate of pro¬ 
fessional standards. 

He said: “This was a well- 
planned conspiracy to access

highly confidential and sen¬ 
sitive information, which 
would have been of huge ben¬ 
efit to dangerous convicted 
criminals. 

“The public has the right 
to expect that personal infor¬ 
mation that police hold will 
be kept secure and those who 
try to compromise this in¬ 
tegrity will be vigorously pur¬ 
sued.” 

Lauro, of Earl’s Court, and 
Cheremeh, of Clapham, had 
been working for the Met as 
civilian detention officers in 
the custody suite at Hammer¬ 
smith police station when 
they began accessing the in¬ 
telligence system. 

Lauro hoped to identify a 
witness who had anony¬ 
mously given evidence in her 
partner’s trial and she per¬ 
suaded Cheremeh, a former 
police community support of¬ 
ficer, to help her. 

Audits of the system later 


Hayden Cheremeh 

showed that Cheremeh had 
made several unauthorised 
attempts to trace the pro¬ 
tected witness. 

But officers became aware 
of the conspiracy and the 
Met’s anti-corruption squad 
launched an investigation. 
The duo were later arrested 
and resigned from the force. 

On February 10 the pair 
were each sentenced to five 
years in prison. 

Det Supt Whorwood said: 
“There is no place in the Met 
for those who behave cor¬ 
ruptly and it is our job to take 
action on behalf of the thou¬ 
sands of brave men and 
women who work so hard to 
keep London safe every day.” 

De St Aubin and Ross re¬ 
main in prison for the mur¬ 
der of Mr Austin-Bruce. 

The 20-year-old, who lived 
in Fulham Court, was shot in 
a car park near Wandsworth 
in May 2009.

I F there is one thing 
that London does 
better than any 
other city on Earth, 
it is providing a warm 
welcome to all its 
visitors. Regardless of 
creed or colour, race or 
religion, the capital is a 
home from home for 
everyone. 

In recent weeks, 
however, the question of 
who we let into our city 
has reared its head once 
again - most notably, 
with the uproar over 
President Trump’s 
controversial travel ban 
preventing nationals 
from seven Muslim- 
major ity countries 
entering the US for a 
temporary period. 

Such is the level of 
scorn for the policy, more 
than 18 million people 
have signed a petition 
calling for Mr Trump’s 
state visit to London to 
be scrapped. 

We free-thinking Brits, 
the argument goes, will 
not be seen to roll out the 
red carpet for a 
demagogue espousing 
discriminatory views 
that conflict so 
completely with our own 
- no matter how 
important our ‘special 
relationship’ with the US 
may be. 

But taking this 
approach, we risk 
missing an opportunity 
that few other nations 
around the world may 
have. 

As the closest allies to 
our American 
neighbours, we may be 
the only player on the 
world stage that can lay a 
hand on President 
Trump’s shoulder and 
exert some genuine 
influence. 

It would be a foolish 
error to sever ties at this 
crucial moment, when 
we need our political 
leaders to master the art 
of diplomacy more than 
ever. 

Writing in the London 
Weekly News today, 
Conservative MEP Syed 
Kamall is right to say 
that “two wrong bans 
will not make things 
right”. 

We should exercise 
caution before 
surrendering what little 
authority we still have. 
Those nations left out in 
the cold by President 
Trump’s edict will be 
looking to us. 


Two wrong bans 
won’t make it right 

BACK in December 2015, when 
Donald Trump was first starting 
to make waves in his run for the 
White House, he caused outrage 
here in London by suggesting that 
radicalisation had made parts of 
our city no-go areas for the police. 

He made this claim that police 
in London were “afraid for their 
own lives” to justify his call for a 
ban on Muslims entering the 
United States - the call which so 
recently proved to have been a 
promise not a threat. 

I said then that I disagreed with 
calls to ban Trump from visiting 
London or England. Instead, I 
suggested we should invite him 
here at the earliest opportunity. 

He needed to see for himself 
what a vibrant, enterprising, 
hard-working, tolerant city 
London is - one that people from 
all over the world were proud to 
call home. 

I even invited him to stay in 
our home if all his own properties 
here turned out to be full. Maybe I 
should not have been surprised 
when he did not reply. 

Now, of course, when he comes 
to town as US President he is 
more likely to be a guest at a 
certain large house in St James’s 
with a nice view down The Mall. 

It will probably be good for 
President Trump, as a novice 
head of state, to spend a little time 
with ours, who has rather more 
experience in the job. With any 
luck he may watch and learn how 
it should be done. 

Nevertheless, if he finds himself 
at a loose end at any stage he is 
still welcome to join my family 
and I at our place for a biryani 
and a couple of episodes of The 
West Wing. 

Because his edict banning 



travel from seven predominantly 
Muslim countries has not 
changed my mind on how to 
handle him. 

While I agree with intelligence 
and security experts who find his 
approach to homeland security 
simplistic, blunt, misguided and 
at times offensive, I also disagree 
with those who reckon the only 
response is to ban him from the 
UK and withdraw his invitation to 
visit London. Quite simply - two 
wrong bans will not make things 
right. 

According to a study by the 
Cato institute, the widely 
respected US think tank, since 
1975 no American has been killed 
on US soil by a national from any 
of the seven countries listed on 
President Trump’s executive 
order. 

The order affects not only 
Muslims, since it also excludes 
Christians fleeing persecution 
and war. The message it sends 
that there is an inherent 
contradiction between being a 
good Muslim and being a good 
citizen of a Western democracy 
simply plays into the hands of IS 
and other extremists. 

In fact, they make exactly the 
same claim here in London and 
elsewhere when trying to recruit 


disillusioned and disconnected 
young Muslim men and women as 
terrorists. 

However we may feel about 
President Trump, the fact is that 
Americans voted for a candidate 
who said what he thought, and 
now find they have a president 
who does what he promised. 

We must also accept that the 
election of this president and his 
policies are the consequence of a 
growing tide of discontent, to be 
found not only in middle America 
but also in countries on this side 
of the Atlantic where electorates 
have lost faith in mainstream 
politicians. 

Having lost trust in politicians’ 
ability to listen and act upon their 
legitimate concerns, increasing 
numbers of voters are attracted 
by simplistic solutions offered by 
politicians on the edges of the 
political spectrum. 

In a free society such as ours, 
those who are concerned or feel 
strongly about the policies of 
President Trump are entitled to 
speak out or go on protest 
marches as long as it is within the 
law. However, we should also ask 
ourselves what we feel to be more 
effective. 

Is a president who provokes 
controversy to get his message 
across more likely to listen to 
protesters he knows could or 
would never vote for him? Or is 
he more likely to be swayed by 
the cool head of diplomacy? 

In recent weeks, I have spoken 
to people from across London, the 
UK and the EU. Opinion is clearly 
divided but I tend towards talking 
not screaming. 

I believe we should remind the 
new US administration that the 
executive orders, which were 
issued without the support of 
congress, are arbitrary, have been 
poorly planned without 


preparation for the consequences 
and will not make America great 
again in the eyes of its allies. 

Let us express our concern that 
they will not strengthen but only 
weaken our transatlantic 
relationship. 

And let us remember that 
friends are more likely to pay 
attention to friendly words of 
reason, than raised voices of 
anger. 

I believe we should welcome 
President Trump to London - but 
take it as an opportunity to show 
him a better city than he imagines 
and a better way than the one he 
has started on.

Funerals will cost 13 
per cent of salary 

RECENT figures have shown that 
23 million people in the UK don’t 
know how they will afford their 
own funeral - and the capital is 
no better, with only 21 per cent of 
people in London having some 
sort of cover in place. The fact is 
that over the next 10 years 
Londoners may have to fork out 
13 per cent of their salary to pay 
for their funeral - this makes for 
some alarming reading. 

To put this into context, ‘fuel 
poor’ households are defined as 
those who spend more than 10 per 
cent of their income on 
maintaining an adequate 
standard of warmth (according to 
Energy UK) - with this definition 
in mind, all Londoners could be 
‘funeral poor’ within the next 10 
years. 

In this country, we tend to shy 
away from talking about death 
and often view talking about 
money as a taboo. Having 
children myself, I know broaching 
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the subject of what happens 
when I die is a difficult, 
uncomfortable and 
potentially frightening 
topic - and I know I am not 
alone in this. 

However, I believe one of 
the best ways to combat 
these worrying statistics is 
to open up the conversation 
around dying and funerals. 

Whether it’s choosing a 
time when the family is all 
together, talking to loved 
ones one-on-one, or relating 
the conversation to a 
celebrity death, it is 
important to address death 
as a part of life. 

We need to get over our 
hang-ups when talking 
about dying and money, 
especially as the majority of 
people do not have anything 
put aside to cover the cost of 
their funeral. 

In some cases the 
ramifications of covering 
these costs push hard¬ 
working people into debt. 
Recent research has shown 
that 17 per cent of people in 
London have gone into some 
form of debt when paying 
for the funeral of a friend or 
family member - be it 
payday loans or reluctantly 
having to use a credit card. 

If you haven’t had the 
conversation, or put 
anything aside, you risk 
leaving your family in a 
financial hole when you die. 

As someone who works in 
the insurance industry, I 
have seen first-hand how 
often people’s loved ones are 
left in the lurch when trying 
to come up with the funds to 
cover extortionately high 
funeral costs. 

I have also seen how 
concerned people are once 
they realise how much a 
funeral can cost, and that 
their families might have to 
pick up the bill if they don’t 
make provisions. 

Britons receive little to no 
help from the government, 
with funeral payments only 
being supplied to those who 
receive specific state 
benefits and who meet 
specific criteria. 

Without being able to rely 
on the government, 
communication is crucial. 
Death is one of the only 
certainties in life, and the 
cost of funerals is only set to 
rise - now is the time to talk 
to your family about how to 
prepare for the inevitable.

Borough failed on 
rogue landlords 

HAMMERSMITH and 
Fulham council has failed to 
use its existing legal powers 
to tackle rogue landlords. 
Instead it is bringing in a 
licensing scheme - with a 
charge of £500 that will be 
passed on to tenants and 
thus be a tenants’ tax. 

The selective licensing 
scheme for private-sector 
landlords originally 
included some 172 streets, 
allegedly chosen because 
antisocial behaviour in 
those streets was 
“attributable to occupiers of 
privately rented properties”. 

It would have required all 
landlords in those streets to 
register with the council 
and pay a licence fee of £500. 

However, the list 
included: two entire streets 
of council-owned properties 


(Charlow Close and 
Watermeadow Lane), which 
have been empty for years 
and are scheduled for 
demolition; a street where 
all but one of the houses 
have been demolished, 
leaving one house which is 
not privately rented at all 
(Gorleston Street); a number 
of streets of properties 
owned by housing 
associations, which are not 
subject to selective licensing 


(Gwyn Close, Mandela Close 
and St John’s Close); and a 
street where the only 
residents are two Catholic 
priests and a school 
caretaker (Commonwealth 
Avenue). 

It later emerged many of 
the 172 streets had simply 
been chosen because they 
included pubs with high 
crime levels - rather than 
the crime being anything to 
do with rental properties. 


The scheme is already in 
meltdown, and there isn’t 
any evidence the remaining 
streets have high levels of 
crime caused by rental 
properties. Homeowners 
will also be penalised 
unfairly in those streets 
with the stigma of being 
included on the blacklist.

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30,000 deaths 
‘due to austerity’ 


CUTS to health- and social-care 
budgets are to blame for 30,000 
extra deaths in England and 
Wales during 2015, according to 
a new study by the London 
School of Hygiene & Tropical 
Medicine. 

The extra deaths, representing 
the largest increase in mortality 
in the post-war period and in¬ 
cluding a large spike in January 
2015, were largely in the elderly 
who are most dependent on 
health and social care. 

Social-care budgets have been 
slashed by 17 per cent at a time 
when the population of old and 
frail pensioners over 85 in¬ 
creased by nine per cent. 

And to prevent these extra 
deaths, a further £1 billion was 
needed. 

Researchers looked at why 
there had been a substantial in¬ 
crease in death rates that year 
and said a meltdown in the NHS 
was the root cause. 

The analysis by the London 
School of Hygiene & Tropical 
Medicine, University of Oxford 
and Blackburn with Darwen 
Council ruled out data errors, 
cold weather and flu as main 
causes for the spike. 

Instead, missed NHS targets 


including ambulance call-out 
times and casualty waiting times 
was the cause despite unexcep¬ 
tional A&E admissions com¬ 
pared to the same month in pre¬ 
vious years. 

Understaffing and absence 
rates also rose. 

Professor Martin McKee - 
from the London School of Hy¬ 
giene & Tropical Medicine, in 
Keppel Street, Bloomsbury - 
said: “The impact of cuts result¬ 
ing from the imposition of aus¬ 
terity on the NHS has been pro¬ 
found. 

“Expenditure has failed to 
keep pace with demand and the 
situation has been exacerbated 
by dramatic reductions in the 
welfare budget of £16.7 billion 
and in social-care spending. 

“With an ageing population, 
the NHS is ever more dependent 
on a well-functioning social-care 
system. 

“Yet social care has also faced 
severe cuts, with a 17 per cent 
decrease in spending for older 
people since 2009, while the num¬ 
ber of people aged 85 years and 
over has increased by nine per 
cent. 

“To maintain current levels of 
social care would require an ex¬ 


tra £11 billion, which the govern¬ 
ment has refused. 

“The possibility that the cuts 
to health and social care are im¬ 
plicated in almost 30,000 excess 
deaths is one that needs further 
exploration. 

“Given the relentless nature 
of the cuts, and potential link to 
rising mortality, we ask why is 
the search for a cause not being 
pursued with more urgency? 

“Simply reorganising and con¬ 
solidating existing urgent-care 
systems or raising the ‘agility’ of 
the current A&E workforce ca¬ 
pacity is unlikely to be sufficient 
to meet the challenges that high 
levels of admissions of frail, el¬ 
derly people and others who are 
vulnerable are likely to present 
this winter and in future win¬ 
ters.” 

The researchers said there are 
already worrying signs of an in¬ 
crease in mortality in 2016 which 
will continue unless urgent ac¬ 
tion to reverse the cuts are not 
made. 

Without urgent intervention, 
they say, there must be concern 
that this trend will continue. 

The study was published in 
the Journal Of The Royal Society 
Of Medicine.

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Capital gears up to host finale 
of Women’s Tour cycle race

SADIQ Khan and Olympic gold medal¬ 
list Katie Archibald have announced 
that London will host the final stage 
of The Women’s Tour cycle race for 
the first time, on Sunday June 11. 

The Women’s Tour is the UK’s 
biggest professional cycle race for 
women. It is part of the UCI Women’s 
World Tour. It will be staged in aid of 
Breast Cancer Care. 

“The final stage of the five-day 
event will be held in London and will 
use the same iconic circuit as last 
year’s Tour of Britain, which proved 
hugely popular with thousands of 
spectators and competitors alike,” 
said mayor of London Mr Khan’s 
spokesman. 

The race will see some of the best 
riders in the world complete 14 laps 
of the 6km iconic circuit, starting and 
finishing on Regent Street and taking 
in Piccadilly Circus, Trafalgar 
Square, the Strand and Whitehall. 

Ms Archibald, who won gold in the 
team pursuit at the Rio Olympics, will 
be riding for Team WNT, one of the 
17 world-class teams taking part in 
the event. 

The Women’s Tour will begin in 
Northamptonshire on Wednesday 
June 7 with subsequent stages visit¬ 
ing Warwickshire, Stoke-on-Trent and 
Chesterfield in Derbyshire, before the 
London finale. 


“As well as the professional race 
there will be a day of cycling celebra¬ 
tion to encourage more women and 
families to ride,” said the spokesman. 

“Before the race, a parade of female 
cyclists from community groups will 
demonstrate the diversity of cyclists 
in London, along with representatives 
of British Cycling’s HSBC UK Breeze 
programme. 

“A festival site will host an array 
of cycling activity, with opportunities 
to get involved and learn about cy¬ 
cling in London. 

“Visitors will be able to find out 
more about Santander Cycles and 
Transport for London’s Cycling Work¬ 
places scheme, and free cycle skills 
sessions will be available for adults 
and children. 

“Breast Cancer Care, also joins the 


proceedings as official charity partner 
of The Women’s Tour. This specialist 
support charity has 1,000 places for 
women to cycle their Pink Ribbon 
Tour, completing 25km of the circuit 
whilst raising money for women fac¬ 
ing breast cancer.” 

The event completes a weekend cel¬ 
ebrating cycling in London, including 
the Central London Criterium London 
Nocturne on the Saturday night. 

Mr Khan said: “I’m really excited 
that the most prestigious women’s cy¬ 
cling race in the world is coming to 
the streets of Central London for the 
first time. 

“Londoners will be able to see their 
Olympic heroes and the world’s top 
riders competing up close, reviving 
the excitement we all felt during the 
Olympics. 


“The race shows our continuing 
commitment to London hosting the 
very best sporting events in world. 

“One of my key priorities is making 
cycling safer and easier for Londoners 
of all backgrounds, and I hope that 
having the Women’s Tour here will 
inspire thousands more Londoners to 
take up cycling as part of their every¬ 
day lives.” 

Ms Archibald, said: “The race being 
hosted by London is a fantastic op¬ 
portunity for women’s cycling and 
shows how far the sport has grown 
over the past couple of years. 

“I’m excited but also nervous about 
the opportunity to ride the Women’s 
Tour since it’s one of the most com¬ 
petitive stage races on the women’s 
UCI calendar. Riding for Team WNT 
I hope to make an impact on the road 
scene after a change of focus from an 
enjoyable track season in 2016.” 

Fran Graham, campaigns co-ordi¬ 
nator at London Cycling Campaign, 
said: “It’s wonderful to welcome the 
Women’s Tour to London and to see 
the fantastic energy and enthusiasm 
it’s generating. London Cycling Cam¬ 
paign is working to translate this ex¬ 
citement into making it easier and 
safer for more women to take the 
healthy, less polluting option of cy¬ 
cling for their everyday, local jour¬ 
neys.”

Murderer, 15, 
is jailed for life 

A BOY who was found guilty of 
murdering Folajimi Orebiyi in Not- 
ting Hill has been jailed for life. 

The boy, 15, who can only be 
identified as D, was ordered at the 
Old Bailey to serve a minimum of 
13 years. At the same court on Jan¬ 
uary 24, D was found guilty of the 
murder. 

Folajimi, known as Fola, died af¬ 
ter being attacked while out with 
a friend in July. The pupil of Hol¬ 
land Park School and his pal were 
in Colville Square when they were 
approached by a group of boys, 
some of whom were known to 
Fola, and an argument broke out. 

A police spokesman said: "As 
the abuse escalated, Fola agreed 
to fight one of the boys. As the 
fight began, a witness saw a boy 
jump on Fola's back. Fola was then 
stabbed in the neck and ran off to¬ 
wards Portobello Road where he 
collapsed." 

Officers attended the scene and 
immediately administered first aid 
and CPR. London Air Ambulance 
was called and arrived a short 
time later but Fola was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

D was arrested on July 5 2016, 
after extensive inquiries to locate 
him. 

Fola's brother, Ola Orebiyi, has 
called for urgent action to reduce 
knife crime in London. 

Ola, who is studying drama at 
The Academy of Live and 
Recorded Arts in Wandsworth, be¬ 
came one of Lewisham council's 
youth knife ambassadors in April, 
and has visited schools to act out 
scenarios to turn young people 
away from violence. 

He said: "Our youths are lost, 
our young men are lost. We can't 
sit back and continue to watch 
young lives being taken away 
from us."

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Changing guard at Buckingham 
new meaning in the build-up to 


T HEY’RE changing guard at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. Or they shortly 
will be, if the American secret 
service “takes charge” of the 
largest security operation that 
the Queen has experienced in the whole of 
her reign. 

London has never before seen anything 
like the security which is now being 
planned for President Trump’s state visit to 
stay at the palace as the guest of the Queen. 


Thousands of police, special forces, secu¬ 
rity agencies and the military will be in¬ 
volved in safeguarding the President and 
Her Majesty as the capital is reinforced and 
prepared against the risk of an attack which 
would give Islamist terrorists their greatest 
publicity “triumph” since the outrage of 9/11 
And a tussle is expected at the top over 
just who will control it, the commissioner of 
the Met or the President’s own bodyguard. 
Traditionally, the Met is in charge of all 


security operations in London but it is antic¬ 
ipated that such is the unprecedented risk of 
the President’s visit that the Americans will 
want a big say - if not the final word - on 
how to run the operation. 

Throughout the visit, heavily armed offi¬ 
cers from the Met’s Specialist Crime and Op¬ 
erations Specialist Firearms Command and 
Counter Terrorist Specialist Firearms Offi¬ 
cers will be out in force; on the streets, in 
the air and taking charge of controlling the 
Thames. 

It is anticipated that the SAS unit which 
was transferred in 2015 to the outskirts of 
the city will now be moved up to a Central 
London base, possibly in Whitehall or even 
in the palace itself. 

The SAS counter-terror unit was moved 
from its base in Hereford, which is 134 miles 
from the capital, to RAF Northolt - 13 miles 
from Central London. Although that cur¬ 
rently puts them just minutes away from 
any incident as they are on stand-by to be 
flown in by MH-6 “Little Bird” helicopters, 
minutes will be reckoned to be too long and 
they are expected to be deployed in a secret 
central location instead. 

Their colleagues in the SBS are expected 
to also be deployed in super-fast speedboats 
mounted with two high-calibre machine 
guns to provide back-up for the Met’s Ma¬ 
rine Police Unit, which operates a number of 
Delta 1000TX rigid inflatable boats, capable 
of reaching speeds of 50kn, armed to the 
teeth with CTSFOs. 

The Queen’s Guard, the infantry and cav¬ 
alry contingents charged with protecting the 
royal residence will also be placed on full 
alert and with rifles armed not only with 
fixed bayonets but with magazines of live 
ammunition. 

In addition, specialists from the military 
top-secret Human Intelligence unit, known 
simply as Humlnt, will send in extra un¬ 
armed male and female soldiers into Central 
London as spotters, monitoring the move¬ 
ments, mobiles and email of known Is¬ 
lamists and working alongside the crack and 
highly secretive Special Reconnaissance 
Regiment and backed up with second-by-sec- 
ond information on suspects supplied by the 
forces of GCHQ. 

And for the duration of the President’s 
visit, all leave is expected to be cancelled at 
MI5, MI6, the National Domestic Extremism 
and Disorder Intelligence Unit, the National 
Crime Agency, the National Ballistics Intel¬ 
ligence Service, Defence Intelligence, the 
Joint Intelligence Organisation and the new 
National Cyber Security Centre. 

A no-fly zone is predicted to be ordered 
over Central London throughout the visit, 
affecting all civil and private aircraft, in¬ 
cluding drones, and enforced by RAF fight¬ 
ers. 

But that’s just the British side of the mas¬ 
sive security operation. With their highly 
controversial President making a high-pro¬ 
file visit which is much-opposed in many 
quarters, American security services will be 
out in force - and armed - in London like 
never before. 

Besides seeing the deployment of a large 
contingent of the US secret service who will 
provide close-hand protection of the Presi¬ 
dent at every moment, the visit is also ex¬ 
pected to see the deployment of “The Beast”, 
the presidential state car codenamed “Stage¬ 
coach” by agents. 

The unique Cadillac, which cost more 
than £1 million, is an armoured car without 
rival. 


According to reports, it features 8in-thick 
doors, with no keyholes; the way to open the 
passenger doors on the limousine is known 
only to the secret service. 

It has 5in-thick bulletproof glass and only 
the driver’s window opens. It also has run- 
flat tyres, and an interior which is 100 per 
cent sealed to protect the President in the 
event of a chemical attack. 

It also boasts rocket-propelled grenades, 
night vision optics, a tear-gas cannon, on¬ 
board oxygen tanks, an armoured fuel tank 
filled with foam to prevent explosion, pump- 
action shotguns and two pints of blood in 
the president’s blood type. 

It can also fire “multi-spectrum infrared 
smoke grenades” as a counter-measure to a 
rocket-propelled grenade attack or anti-tank 
missiles. On driving to and from the palace 
it will be additionally protected by a secu¬ 
rity motorcade involving up to 45 secret-ser¬ 
vice vehicles, each crammed with heavily 
armed agents, and flanked by armed motor¬ 
cycle outriders provided by the Met. 

In addition to the immediate security de¬ 
tail, planning for the visit is expected to in¬ 
volve hundreds of American special 
agencies. 

The Washington Post has reported that 
there are 1,271 government organisations 
and 1,931 private companies in 10,000 loca¬ 
tions in the US that are working on coun¬ 
terterrorism, homeland security and 
intelligence, and that the intelligence com¬ 
munity as a whole includes 854,000 people 
holding top-secret clearances. And while it 
is highly unlikely that any private compa¬ 
nies will be involved, security planning for 
President Trump’s trip to London is likely to 
involve the CIA, FBI, the Intelligence and 
Security Command, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency, the Office of Intelligence and Coun¬ 
terintelligence, the Office of Intelligence and 
Analysis, the Bureau of Intelligence and Re¬ 
search, the Office of Terrorism, the National 
Geospatial Intelligence Agency, the National 
Reconnaissance Office and the National Se¬ 
curity Agency. 

The visit is a big, big deal and will involve 
not only inch-by-inch planning of every as¬ 
pect of every route that the President will 
take, including which streets are to be 
closed to traffic and which buildings will 
have CTFSO snipers on the roof, but it will 
also involve deep background checks and 
“heavy vetting” of every person, from peers 
to palace staff, who will be at any event and 
which the President is present. 

Anyone attending the state banquet that 
Her Majesty is to throw in honour of the 
President should expect to have both the UK 
and US secret services poring over their 
emails and texts and their entire life history 
before they are cleared to be in the same 
room as him. 

It is also expected that the US secret ser¬ 
vice will press to have its own armed agents 
inside Buckingham Palace at all times, to 
bolster the security traditionally provided 
by the officers of the Met’s SOM Royalty Pro¬ 
tection Group. 

Although so many agencies working to¬ 
gether may cause clashes over who is ulti¬ 
mately in charge of security for the trip, the 
Americans can point to a number of embar¬ 
rassing incidents at the palace in their case 
to be thoroughly involved. 

Royal security has been much tightened 
since the days when Michael Fagan shim¬ 
mied up a drainpipe to sit on Her Majesty’s 
bed and ask for cigarettes. But only last year 
a convicted murderer scaled the walls of

Palace takes on 
Trump’s visit 



Buckingham Palace and on a separate occa¬ 
sion a Chinese student armed with a knife 
was arrested after a struggle in the Palace 
courtyard - and both events are unlikely to 
inspire the Americans with complete confi¬ 
dence. 

However, although the palace can be 
made completely secure a greater night¬ 
mare for the security services will be if the 
President decides to go out and about. 

Despite the pompous unilateralism of 
Commons Speaker John Bercow’s an¬ 
nouncement that the President will not be 
permitted to address both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment, pressure is growing for the “Bercow 
obstacle” to be removed and, if President 
Trump wishes, his address will go ahead - 
meaning that every MP, peer and member 
of the parliamentary staff will also have to 
be “deep vetted” by both nations’ secret ser¬ 
vices, together with all journalists covering 
it. It is also most likely that, whatever the 
Bercow brigade does or doesn’t want, 
armed agents will be deployed inside the 
chambers. 

A bigger worry for security experts is 
talk of a possible ride by the President in a 
state coach from the palace to Parliament. 
Although both the Diamond Jubilee State 
Coach and the Gold State Coach would both 
provide all of the pomp and pageantry re¬ 
quired for the occasion, neither of the tim¬ 
ber-built carriages is bullet or bomb proof 
and given this weakness it is likely that the 
security services will argue for the usual 
coachmen to be replaced with armed agents 
or the highly-adaptable SAS. 

Although fears of an attack on the Presi¬ 
dent in London were recently sensation¬ 
alised in the movie London Has Fallen, 
which depicted a mass assault ordered by a 
Pakistani terror lord, the fiction is not en¬ 
tirely without foundation. 

In his recent report for London mayor 
Sadiq Khan on the state of the capital’s se¬ 
curity, Lord Toby Harris highlighted the 


possibility of such a multi-terrorist attack. 

“A marauding terrorist firearms attack is 
currently considered to be the most signifi¬ 
cant terrorist threat affecting the UK and 
other western countries. It was the main 
method used by terrorists in Mumbai in 
2008, in Nairobi in 2013, in Paris in 2015 and 
in Orlando in 2016,” wrote Lord Harris. 

“Because attacks of this nature can be 
carried out by a small number of attackers 
- sometimes an individual - there is the 
possibility for multiple attacks to be car¬ 
ried out simultaneously. Such tactics would 
stretch emergency service resources, and 
contribute to the confusion and panic cre¬ 
ated. If such an attack did occur, multiple 
casualties would be inevitable. 

“The diversity of these attacks, and the 
introduction of new methods by terrorists, 
means that we need to be prepared not only 
for those types of attacks we have seen be¬ 
fore, but also for attacks the nature of 
which we cannot yet know. 

“It is thought that around 850 UK extrem¬ 
ists have travelled from the UK to Syria 
and Iraq to join the so-called Islamic State. 
Of these, around half are estimated to have 
returned, and may have received combat 
and terrorist training and may additionally 
be motivated by their experiences and what 
they have witnessed whilst away. These in¬ 
dividuals represent a real threat and pre¬ 
sent particular challenges to the 
intelligence agencies and the police in keep¬ 
ing track of them.” 

Although it is likely that, ahead of the 
President’s visit, the Met will repeat the 
strategy it employed before the Notting Hill 
Carnival and round up and hold all “known 
persons of interest”, it is the unknown ones 
who represent the greatest fears in the se¬ 
curity services. And with UK seizures of 
smuggled automatic weapons now at a 
record high, clearly the state visit will in¬ 
volve much for many to be worried about.

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Market traders demand 
protection from anti-fur 


protesters

TRADERS at Portobello Market 
are calling for protection against 
anti-fur campaigners who have 
vowed to stage protests until 
stalls stop selling fur and animal 
skins. 

The stallholders fear that the 
demonstrations by dozens of 
shouting animal-rights campaign¬ 
ers with megaphones will have “a 
devastating effect” on all trade at 
the market as “terrified” shop¬ 
pers stay away from Portobello. 

Non-fur stallholders say the 
Saturday protests are already 
starting to damage trade and are 
putting off people from visiting 
the world-famous market. 

The traders who sell vintage 
fur coats and clothing want Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea council, 
which manages the market, to in¬ 
vestigate whether legal action can 
be taken against the protesters 
for “harassment”. 

Although police have arrested 
at least one of the animal ac¬ 
tivists, fears are rising at the mar¬ 
ket because the protesters have 
warned: “We now plan to keep 
protesting until the fur traders 
cease to exist. We want to send a 
clear message that people don’t 
want fur in their streets”. 

A spokesman for the campaign¬ 
ers said: “We started the protest 
after seeing the dramatic rise of 
cheap fur everywhere. Portobello 
was highlighted to us as one of 
the worst, if not the worst, market 
in terms of how much fur there 
is. 

“It’s become almost impossible 
to walk down the road without 


seeing real fur - from £10 dog- and 
cat-fur bobble hats and fur trims 
to Canada-goose coats and expen¬ 
sive full-length furs. 

“We started the protest to edu¬ 
cate the public as so many people 
buy this fur without even know¬ 
ing it’s real. 

“We have had people literally 
rip their fur off their clothes 
when they realise it’s real. 

“We now plan to keep protest¬ 
ing until the fur traders cease to 
exist. We want to send a clear 
message that people don’t want 
fur in their streets. It is not ac¬ 
ceptable nor fashionable, it is 
purely cruelty. 

“At the protest we hand out 
leaflets, talk to the public and 
make a lot of noise with chanting 
and megaphones and we play 
footage to people to show them 
how the fur is taken from these 
animals. 

“We find the visual with the ed¬ 
ucation tends to work well. 

“We do not target any one stall. 
We are there to give a voice to the 
voiceless and to incite change as 
quickly and effectively as possi¬ 
ble. We have held three protests 
so far and this weekend we will 
be protesting at Portobello again. 
The general public are rather sup¬ 
portive of our cause. 

“Two weeks ago another ac¬ 
tivist was arrested. He was re¬ 
leased nine hours later without 
charge. But we will be there re¬ 
gardless, taking a stand against 
animal abuse.” 

This weekend the protesters 
are planning to be out in force 
and will be asking shoppers to 
sign a petition calling on the 
council to ban the sale of fur from 


the market. One of the fur 
traders, Hilary Proctor, said the 
stallholders want the council to 
step in to protect them. 

She said: “We want the coun¬ 
cil’s market manager, Nick Kasic, 
to look into whether legal action 
can be taken against these 
protesters for harassment. 

“He should not be letting this 
happen. Licensed stallholders are 
being harassed and bullied and 
we should be protected. 

“This is very, very bad for the 
whole of Portobello Road to have 
these people harassing us. People 
are terrified with all of this shout¬ 
ing going on. 

“I’ve had 40 of them circled in 
an arc around my stall, shouting 
through megaphones. It’s a dis¬ 
grace. 

“This stops anyone being able 


to continue with our business; we 
only have a limited period to sell, 
between 8am and 4pm, and these 
protesters are disrupting 50 per 
cent of it.” 

Ms Proctor, who has had a stall 
at the market since 1972, added: 
“We have been told by the police 
not to communicate with these 
people. 

“But we can’t let it go on and 
on, that would be extremely bad 
publicity for the whole of Porto¬ 
bello Road and that could have a 
devastating effect on the business 
of all of the traders.” 

Another stallholder, who does 
not sell fur, said: “The stated tar¬ 
gets of these protests are traders 
selling virtually any type of new 
or vintage fur. 

“However, there is an under¬ 
current of a vegan agenda and I 
hear that some other traders - 
such as a cheese stall - have also 
been targeted. 

“Trade has already been diffi¬ 
cult for some time now and I’m 
told these regular protests are fur¬ 
ther eroding trade.” 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “All goods on sale in Porto¬ 
bello Market can be legally sold 
in any market or high street and 
the market has a long tradition 
of selling vintage clothing. 

“The council does not have a 
policy on fur, nor does it intend 
to adopt one. We look to Parlia¬ 
ment to decide what can and can¬ 
not be sold legally in the UK.” 

“People are entitled to protest 
lawfully. Stallholders are also en¬ 
titled to carry out their lawful 
business. The police are monitor¬ 
ing the situation.” 



Police chiefs slam shadow home secretary over spit-hood comments 


MET Police chiefs have hit out at shadow 
home secretary Diane Abbott for opposing 
the introduction of spit hoods - revealing that 
more than 100 officers needed hospital treat¬ 
ment after been spat at last year. 

Metropolitan Police Federation chairman 
Ken Marsh challenged the MP to meet officers 
who have suffered spitting assault after she 
stated on social media that there is no evi¬ 
dence that spit hoods are necessary or use¬ 
ful. 

“Spitting at someone is a vile assault and 
the shadow home secretary should talk to Met 
officers about the realities of being spat at on 
duty,” said Mr Marsh. 


“I am beyond saddened by these comments 
from an experienced London MP. I wonder if 
she would like to talk to my colleagues and 
their families to get some idea of what they 
have to go through? 

“Some 802 Met officers have been spat at 
by criminals in the past year, with 106 requir¬ 
ing hospital treatment - and 42 police officers 
were spat at during the Notting Hill Carnival 
alone, with four needing to go to hospital. 

“Just this past week, a Met officer was spat 
at in the mouth and eye by a suspect. He is 
now anxiously awaiting test results. 

“Shadow home secretary, we must protect 
the protectors. The Met Police Federation 


want all police officers to be issued with spit 
guards. We must be clear that the only time 
this protection would be used would be when 
someone has threatened to spit or has spat at 
one of my colleagues. 

“At that point I am only interested in the 
protection of my Metropolitan Police col¬ 
leagues - no police officer goes to work ex¬ 
pecting to be assaulted and abused. And being 
spat at is vile. 

“If you don’t want to be placed in a spit 
guard, don’t spit at a police officer.” 

Spit guards are currently being trialled in 
Met custody suites in five areas. 


Four health trusts 
to give evidence at 
antiques expert’s 
two-week inquest 

FOUR health trusts and the Met Police will 
give evidence at the inquest into the death 
of an Antiques Roadshow expert who died 
after being restrained while suffering severe 
post-natal depression. 

Sotheby’s jewellery expert Alice Gibson- 
Watt died in hospital after a bout of post¬ 
partum psychosis in 2012 - five weeks after 
giving birth to her first daughter Chiara 
Charlotte. 

A post mortem revealed the 34-year-old 
died of a brain injury as result of a cardiac 
arrest and suffered a ruptured liver. 

A jury inquest was arranged for this com¬ 
ing April. But last week a pre-inquest review 
heard the inquiry could be delayed after se¬ 
nior coroner Chinyere Inyama was sus¬ 
pended in October last year. 

His suspension came after some families 
were waiting more than a year to have their 
inquest heard. 

In February last year he was found guilty 
of misconduct after he lost a 30-page police 
file relating to the death of teenager Alice 
Gross in November 2014. 

Mrs Gibson-Watts’ inquest will now be 
heard by assistant coroner Sarah Ormond- 
Walshe. 

The inquest will hear evidence from 
Chelsea and Westminster Hospital Trust, 
West London Mental Health Trust, Central 
North West London Hospital Trust and the 
London Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
about their contact with Mrs Gibson-Watts 
before she died. 

At the hearing last week, the corner said: 
“We are having very challenging times still 
here. 

“At the moment I am without a coroner’s 
officer for this case but I have been told that 
I will have someone very soon.” 

It was revealed that some documents had 
not been sent to all the interested parties 
but issues of disclosure were dealt with. 

The coroner said: “We have had a number 
of changes. 

“Papers may have been sent to an email 
that no-one else can access. And that’s the 
reason for starting again with some of these 
issues.” 

She added later: “I don’t have the coro¬ 
ner’s officer who was dealing with this case 
to help me but I am in contact with the per¬ 
son babysitting the case.” 

The full inquest at West London Coroner’s 
Court will decide whether poorly adminis¬ 
tered CPR caused the liver damage and 
whether that killed her. 

Mrs Gibson-Watt, believed to be a relative 
of the Duke of Buccleuch, suffered an 
episode at home and was taken to West Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital, Isleworth. 

She was taken by the London Ambulance 
Service and was physically restrained by 
paramedics. 

Mrs Gibson-Watt was transferred to a spe¬ 
cialist mental-health unit, Lakeside, in Isle- 
worth, and suffered a cardiac arrest. 

She was then moved to King’s College 
Hospital, Camberwell, where she died on 
November 20, 2012. 

Three members of her family, including 
widower Anthony Gibson-Watt, attended the 
hearing. 

Postpartum psychosis causes a severe and 
sudden bout of mental illness and affects 
one in fOOO mums. 

In the UK more than 1,400 women are 
treated for the symptoms, including para¬ 
noia and hallucinations, each year. 

The full inquest, which is set to last two 
weeks, is due to start on April If and the 
coroner said she was optimistic all the par¬ 
ties would be there. 

However, a back-up date of May 15 was 
set in case there are any delays to the start 
of the inquest. 

A further pre-inquest review hearing was 
arranged for the afternoon of March 9. 
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Met is ‘dipping into very 
willing to 


carry guns 


THE chief of the Met has called for more po¬ 
lice to volunteer to carry guns - warning that 
“we’re now dipping in a very shallow pool of 
willing officers”. 

In a landmark retirement speech, Met Com¬ 
missioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe outlined 
the need for more armed cops in the capital 
and hinted that his successor should consider 
allowing more officers to carry Tasers. 

Delivering a “state of the Met” address at 
the Royal United Services Institute for De¬ 
fence and Security Studies, Sir Bernard gave 
a strong defence of the need to arm officers 
and their use of lethal force. 

Reflecting on his time as Britain’s top cop, 
he said: “You’d think from what you read and 
hear that our relationship with the public is 
not great. In fact, Londoners are more confi¬ 
dent in the Met now than when I took over - 
and if you still believe opinion pollsters after 
2016, you’ll be aware that trust in policing has 
risen since 2011 

“So when the time comes to hand my war¬ 
rant card I’ll do so with pride at what I’ve put 
into this badge, and the values it represents. 
I humbly believe that the next generation of 
recruits to wear this are joining a service 
that’s stronger, more professional and more 
capable than when I joined in 1979. 

“I got my values from my upbringing in 
Sheffield. I didn’t like those who preyed on 
people on the estate where I lived with my 
mother. I always wanted to take on the bullies, 
people who used their position of strength to 
intimidate physically or psychologically. I still 
do. 

“And if you go and ask the public today, as 
we often do, they’ll tell you they want the po¬ 
lice, above all else, to protect them.That 
means, I believe, that police have a particular 
responsibility to protect weak and vulnerable 
people who are less able to protect themselves 

“Correspondingly, we have a duty to ensure 
that we investigate without fear or favour if 
allegations are made against those in powerful 
positions. We must not be deflected by their 
status. 

“That will lead to tension, at times, between 
police and those in positions of power and re¬ 
sponsibility, such as the media and politi¬ 
cians. I think that’s a healthy sign of a democ¬ 
racy where no-one’s above the law. When the 
public see police being criticised by those in 
power, I hope they reflect upon that. 

“It frustrates me when people call into ques¬ 
tion our motives for carrying out an investi¬ 
gation. Our duties are set out very clearly in 
the oath of attestation police officers take 
when they become a constable. This is how it 
starts: T will well and truly serve the Queen 
in the office of constable, with fairness, in¬ 
tegrity, diligence and impartiality, upholding 
fundamental human rights and according 
equal respect to all people; and that I will, to 
the best of my power, cause the peace to be 
kept and preserved and prevent all offences 
against people and property.’ 

“I firmly believe the vast majority of the 
women and men I have had the privilege to 
lead, exhibit these values day in, day out. 

“Where we do let people down, I honestly 
believe it’s usually a mistake rather than mal¬ 
ice. And to be absolutely clear, if we do see a 
sign of anything approaching corruption, we 
act. 

“That’s why we had to investigate the evi¬ 
dence that police officers and other public of¬ 


ficials were being paid to hand over 
confidential information to journal¬ 
ists. We cannot afford to have our se¬ 
cure systems compromised. 

“We encourage internal whistle¬ 
blowers to call our confidential 
Rightline to report concerns. I per¬ 
sonally make a point of looking each 
month to see what’s reported, to as¬ 
sure myself that our people are con¬ 
fident to get in touch. 

“It’s just one of the reasons why 
the Met’s anti-corruption capability 
is recognised as one of the best in 
the world. 

“So the public are right to trust 
the police. Right to trust the officers 
I met on New Year’s Eve - allowing 
the public to enjoy that event despite 
the fears caused by the attack in 
Berlin, and earlier in Nice. 

“Right to trust the detectives in our sexual 
offending team - who sit down and listen to 
horrendous accounts of abuse, take it seri¬ 
ously, accept what’s been said and get on and 
investigate. 

“And right to trust our firearms officers - 
the people who will put their lives on the line 
to protect you from criminals and terrorists. 

“I do want to focus on this particular 
group - the officers who volunteer to be 
trained to carry firearms. 

“I’ve spent a lot of time with them over the 
past year. When I decided we needed 600 more 
specialist firearms officers to protect the pub¬ 
lic and support our colleagues in the front¬ 
line, I also decided to take a personal role in 
making sure it happened as fast as possible. 

“So every few weeks since then, I’ve met 
officers from our firearms team to check on 
progress and do everything possible to clear 
obstacles out of the way. 

“Some of those obstacles are practical, 
training the officers, getting enough kit, get¬ 
ting the right kit. Some though are harder to 
deal with. In particular, officers have seen 
what happens to their colleagues who have 
had to use lethal force to protect the public. 
Increasingly, they seem to be portrayed as 
suspects, based, I can only assume, on an un¬ 
derlying belief that they must have acted in a 
criminal fashion if someone has died. 

“As their leader, I am hugely concerned by 
this. I know these officers. They do not come 
to work wanting to shoot someone. They cer¬ 
tainly don’t want to kill anyone. Apart from 
anything else, they now know it’s probably 
going to put their career in firearms on hold 
whilst there’s an investigation. That can take 
years, which is too long. 

“This is a dangerous place to be - in two 
ways. Firstly, it’s getting in the way of re¬ 
cruiting to these critical roles. 

“Whilst we are well on track to fill the ad¬ 
ditional 600 roles, we simply don’t have 
enough people now wanting to do these jobs. 
The failure rate in training is high. It should 
be, so the public can be assured that only our 
best officers are allowed to carry a gun. 

“So we always need more people volunteer¬ 
ing than we have jobs, and we’re now dipping 
in a very shallow pool of willing officers. 

“Secondly, we can’t afford to have officers 
think twice because they fear the conse¬ 
quences of shooting someone. That’s how they 
get shot, or the public gets hurt, or a criminal 
gets away with a gun. 



“Make no mistake, the last thing we want 
to do is to force a vehicle to stop because it’s 
got an armed criminal inside. It’s dangerous 
for us, it’s dangerous for the public and it’s 
dangerous for the criminal too. But sometimes 
we have no choice. 

“Shootings are rare in the UK and rare in 
London. This city has got safer. It averaged 
over 150 murders a year in the six years before 
I became Commissioner. That has fallen to an 
average of 110. 

“But 12 people were still shot dead by crim¬ 
inals in London in 2016. That’s 12 deaths too 
many and we are concerned that we’re seeing 
more guns which is why we’ve put more offi¬ 
cers into tackling this. In fact, we recovered 
697 firearms last year. We have to have highly 
trained firearms officers to counter the threat 
from armed criminals and terrorists. 

“Those officers carried out more than 3,300 
deployments involving firearms in 2016 but 
they did not fire a single shot at a suspect. 
It’s an urban myth that officers are trigger- 
happy. They’re not. In fact, in one of the most 
notable cases last year, the fatal stabbing in 
Russell Square, the young man who was re¬ 
sponsible, after he suffered a severe episode 
of mental health, is alive today because our 
officers made a split-second decision to use a 
Taser to detain him, not a gun. 

“I think we will have enough specialist 
firearms officers to meet the current threat 
once the 600 extra have all been trained. But 
I’m sure my successor will want to keep under 
review the number equipped with Taser, as 
other forces issue them more widely to offi¬ 
cers than the Met does. 

“I recognise some people are concerned 
about this but I think the public should be re¬ 
assured that our police are well trained and 
cautious in their use of force. We do need to 
strike the right balance but I strongly believe 
that when people look at what we do, there 
should be less suspicion and more trust. 

“This may all sound a remote risk to those 
who think any police shooting is unjustified. 
Well, you probably don’t live in the commu¬ 
nities affected. It’s not your family member 
who was shot, or is in fear of their life. That’s 
who we are trying to protect, and I really want 
the public to get behind our officers, show 
their support for them, and ensure they get 
treated fairly after a shooting. 

“That’s what I called for publicly after the 
Paris attack at the Bataclan theatre, and I was 
pleased when David Cameron said he would 
commission a review of the legal position of 


firearms officers. I know they are looking for¬ 
ward keenly to the outcome. 

“I think that RUSI is the right place to high¬ 
light again the position of police officers, es¬ 
pecially after the public have been critical 
about the way our soldiers have been investi¬ 
gated. This audience understands the security 
threats better than anyone. You’ve seen the 
use of lorries in Berlin and Nice, and you can 
be assured that we have refreshed our tactics 
for dealing with this kind of incident. They 
must always include the use of lethal force as 
a last resort. We’ve seen how a heavy lorry 
becomes an incredibly powerful weapon when 
a terrorist is at the wheel. We have to be ready 
to stop that threat. 

“Our officers will put their lives on the line 
when it matters. The Prime Minister rightly 
called them unsung heroes just before Christ¬ 
mas. I agree. Our firearms officers are part of 
that defensive shield for Londoners and they 
are very much unsung heroes. I’m grateful 
too that the mayor acknowledged this when 
we stood side by side in August to announce 
that armed policing would be more visible in 
the capital. 

“He chose to use his first opportunity as 
mayor to meet firearms officers and said then 
how reassuring it was to ‘see our brave, dedi¬ 
cated and incredibly skilled armed response 
officers in action’ and he went on to thank 
every Met officer who has volunteered to put 
themselves on the frontline of protecting Lon¬ 
doners. 

“I’d like to see politicians and the public 
follow his lead and be ready to support these 
officers, on the difficult days not just when 
it’s uncontentious. 

“I hope too they’ll support my successor as 
they continue to make the case for the finan¬ 
cial support required to police this great and 
growing city, the engine of our country’s econ¬ 
omy. We know there are tough times ahead - 
and as I’ve warned in recent weeks, there are 
some warning lights flashing. 

“Traditional crimes are rising, including 
gun and knife crime, though the Met’s Total 
Policing strategy has kept down this increase 
in the capital by deploying extra officers into 
the worst-affected areas. 

“The range of things we’re asked to do as 
police is stretching us as online crime in¬ 
creases and terrorism evolves. 

“And our partners in local authorities are 
under severe financial pressure with things 
like CCTV and youth services being scaled 
back. 
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shallow pool’ of officers 


“The next Commissioner will have to deal 
with all of this in a growing city with fewer 
officers. 

“I know it’s hard to put a price on public 
safety but at a time of significant terrorist ac¬ 
tivity across Europe's capitals and major 
cities, it’s vital that London continues to be 
seen as a safe place to live, work and visit. It 
is part of what makes this city so attractive 
to people of talent and enterprise from around 
the world and that’s a key reason why inter¬ 
national businesses want to come here. 

“Of course, keeping the capital safe brings 
with it some additional costs, such as policing 
state visits or upholding the right to protest. 
I’m sure the government recognises the eco¬ 
nomic value of a safe capital and won’t put 
my successor into the position of having to 
choose between this and keeping our neigh¬ 
bourhoods safe. 

“The threat from armed criminality and 
terrorism has been clear to the public from 
recent international events. 

“But I’ve made plain over the past couple 
of years that the threats to public safety are 
numerous and varied. 

“They include an increased reporting of 
sexual offending against adults and children, 
including historic abuse; a rise in domestic 
violence; an ongoing battle against knife- 
crime; and then there’s the new frontier of 
digital or cyber crime, which includes online 
hate crime as well as fraud, predatory crimi¬ 
nality, data theft and hacking. 

“If I could, I’d be putting more resources 
into all of these areas. But the reality, as I 
have spelt out in recent weeks, is that we face 
losing officers. So we can’t just put more peo¬ 
ple into facing all of the threats. 

“I’ll finish by talking about our vision for 
becoming more effective, more efficient and 
transforming the Met into the best digital po¬ 
lice service. 

“It’s a well-developed vision which brings 
to life one of the biggest and most ambitious 
change programmes in the country. And it’s 
why I believe my successor, although they 
will face real financial difficulties, is inherit¬ 
ing an organisation in good shape to deal with 
the future. 

“The frontline police officer is at the centre 
of our vision. Our aim is simple. It’s to make 
them as effective as possible at keeping the 
public safe, being the best crime-fighter they 
can possibly be, and earning the trust and 
confidence of every community in London. 

“There are four ways in which we’ll achieve 
that. Firstly, providing real-time information 
to officers via smart mobile devices like 
tablets that will improve their situational 
awareness and their ability to understand and 
manage risks to the public. 

“Secondly, transforming the way the public 
can get help from police through digital chan¬ 
nels, in a relationship based on transparency 
and accountability. 

“Thirdly, professional support for our offi¬ 
cers, whether that’s the quality of data they 
receive to do their job, or the ability to work 
smartly from better but fewer buildings. 

“And finally, and most importantly in my 
view, a focus on investing in and trusting our 
people. It’s their values and professionalism 
that keep London safe. 

“Let me develop those areas for you. Firstly, 
how we are equipping our officers in the front¬ 
line? 

“At the core of policing is the need to un¬ 
derstand and manage risk. Our ability to do 
that hinges on the quality of information our 
officers have and their ability to access and 
analyse it in a timely fashion to anticipate 
threats and respond accordingly. If you’re an 
officer on night duty called to an incident, 
you want information quickly to help you 
make the right judgements. 

“We already have lots of information com¬ 
ing into our control rooms by different chan¬ 
nels. Live CCTV feeds, data from automatic 
recognition of number plates which helps us 
track suspects and criminals, social media 
and other historic intelligence within policing 
systems and, critically, the information we 
get from the public calling us to report crime 
and tell us what they’ve seen. 



“Receiving and analysing this information 
in real time is gold dust for commanders and 
for people in the frontline. That’s why I have 
pushed hard to equip our officers with secure 
smart devices - tablets, phones, laptops - 
which will begin in earnest this summer. 

“With these tools will come the ability to 
provide officers with the live-video streams 
we can see in the control room, up-to-the mo¬ 
ment images of suspects or incidents they are 
about to encounter, real-time data from 
ANPR - automatic number-plate recognition - 
and the other intelligence feeds we have. This 
multi-channel capability offers huge potential 
to improve our ability to understand situa¬ 
tional risks and to use data quickly to make 
the correct judgement to protect vulnerable 
people. 

“Secondly, we are enabling the people who 
need our help to contact us via a range of dig¬ 
ital and social channels, which are faster and 
easier to use. People want to have this choice 
but for those who want to get in touch directly, 
we are also investing in more dedicated neigh¬ 
bourhood officers and more welcoming police 
stations. 

“I'm excited by the potential of digital polic¬ 
ing. We’ve already used social media to mo¬ 
bilise taxi drivers in Marylebone to help us 
catch criminals and we’re about to go live 
with a new website that will allow the public 
shortly to report far more crime online in a 
way that will be easier for them and us. 

“We’re moving on to allow the public to up¬ 
load evidence to us of a crime, like videos or 
photos. 

“We’re planning to introduce that this year, 
allowing our officers to make much more 
rapid judgements about opportunities to in¬ 
vestigate and catch offenders, without the pub¬ 
lic having to wait a few days for an officer to 
deal with a non-emergency. 

“Building a digital relationship with the 
public will also allow us to deliver customised 
crime-prevention information to protect their 
property and their own safety. 

“Our new website will contain localised 
crime information for every one of London’s 
629 wards and in time, if you wish, we will be 
able to contact you proactively by postcode 
to alert you to threats. It’s the virtual equiva¬ 
lent of what we call cocooning - knocking on 
people’s doors in the vicinity of a burglary to 
let them know so they don’t become the next 
victim. 

“We know from all the research we’ve done 
that the majority of the public want to help 
the police. We haven’t always been very good 
at telling or enabling them to do so. The more 
they can help us prevent crime or investigate 
at speed, the more we can focus on sending 
our officers to protect the most vulnerable. 

“Our role in this contract with the public 
is based on transparency and accountability. 
Where we’ve got it wrong, I’ve always been 
willing to apologise, sometimes for mistakes 
from decades ago. 

“And I’ve not shied away from our difficul¬ 
ties, ensuring they get properly looked at so 
we can get better. That’s why at various times, 
I’ve asked outside experts to look at how we 
deal with mental health, rape and the investi¬ 
gation of allegations of historic abuse. 

“I am proud to say the Met now has more 
officers equipped with body-worn video than 
any other police force in the world, 7,500. And 
in a matter of months, that will rise to 22,000. 
They let courts see what happened in an inci¬ 
dent and the evidence captured means our of¬ 
ficers are even bigger fans than the public. 

“They accept, as I have always done, that 
our duties include being held to account and 
that’s why I welcome the role that modern 


technology can play in ensuring this is done 
fairly. 

“I won’t dwell on the third part of our vi¬ 
sion - professional support for our officers - 
but I do want to say a few more words about 
our people and the role they play in our vision 
of the future. 

“Police officers have been much maligned 
in recent years. I’ve done my bit at every op¬ 
portunity to praise and celebrate their com¬ 
mitment, their passion and, with you today, 
their values. 

“I’ve also been challenging. I’ve champi¬ 
oned direct entry from outside policing into 
senior officer roles and now as detectives. I’ve 
supported Police Now, a scheme which origi¬ 
nated in the Met to offer graduates a faster 
route into frontline policing as neighbourhood 
officers. 

“I’ve invested time and money in develop¬ 
ing our leaders - at all levels - for the chal¬ 
lenges of the future. I’ve indicated that I think 
we need fewer ranks to narrow the gap be¬ 
tween the top and bottom of the organisation 
to improve communication and decision-mak¬ 
ing. 

“I’ve done this because I trust our leaders 
and because I know the future demands more 
and more of us. If you just think about the op¬ 
portunities that real-time information pro¬ 
vides, it allows for much more autonomous 
decision-making and a need to move away 
from the old supervision model. The future 
will offer more freedom to officers but also 
better and faster data that will support our 
evidence-based decision-making and reduce 
the reliance on individual instincts. 

“Some call this police reform, some call it 
continuous improvement. For me, my time as 
Commissioner and as a police officer has been 
a restless search for ways to stay ahead of 
criminals and improve the professionalism of 
policing. 

“Our people are the most important part of 
this vision, and my successor is very lucky 


to be inheriting the finest collection of officers 
and staff they will ever lead. 

“London is a remarkable place and I have 
been proud to lead the women and men of the 
Met as they strive to fulfil our ambition to 
make this the safest global city. They are an 
extraordinarily diverse bunch. We have some¬ 
one from every country in the European 
Union serving in our ranks and between us 
we speak nearly all the 300 languages that you 
find in London’s communities, including 
Yorkshire. 

“I am pleased we have increased by a third 
the number of officers from minorities in my 
time as Commissioner. I can assure any Lon¬ 
doner from whatever background or ethnicity 
that they will feel welcome in the Met, just as 
London itself is a welcoming city. It welcomed 
me, as a young man from Sheffield, and it’s 
always welcomed people from all over the 
world. The values the Met adopted under my 
leadership - courage, compassion, profession¬ 
alism, integrity - are the reason why I’m so 
proud of the work we do to make this the 
safest global city. 

“Courage - frontline police officers running 
towards trouble when others run away. 

“Compassion - caring for victims and pro¬ 
tecting the most vulnerable people. 

“Professionalism - recognising and devel¬ 
oping the skills and expertise our officers and 
staff need to do the job. 

“And integrity - the ethics and values that 
build public trust. 

“Of course we can always do better. Police 
officers aren’t perfect. We’re human. There 
are moments when we let down the public - 
just like there are parts of our city that aren’t 
perfect and are difficult, violent places to live. 

“I tell you what you though. We’ll be there, 
however difficult, however violent the situa¬ 
tion, running towards trouble, doing our bit 
to protect the public, upholding our values, 
acting without fear or favour and making Lon¬ 
don safe for all our communities.” 
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S HE was named 
one of the defin¬ 
ing artists of the 
last decade and 
declared among 
the world’s most influential 
people in the eyes of both 
Time and Esquire maga¬ 
zines. 

But now M.I.A. is set to 
tackle a fresh creative chal¬ 
lenge as she takes over the 
reins of London’s Melt¬ 
down Festival this year. 

Curating the Southbank 
Centre’s annual music ex¬ 
travaganza will be no 
daunting exercise for the 
London-born rapper, 
though. 

Perhaps more than any 
other musician over the 
last 15 years, M.I.A. - real 
name Mathangi ‘Maya’ 
Arulpragasam - has been a 
true champion of the cul¬ 
ture clash that Meltdown 
celebrates. 

And the 41-year-old says 
she is keen to put musical 
diversity at the heart of her 


festival, which takes over 
the Southbank in June. 

“For me this Meltdown 
will be about putting on a 
musical week that shows 
different types of music 
which have inspired each 
other to exist,” says Maya, 
who was unveiled as this 
year’s festival curator this 
month. 

“Genres that support 
genres, redefining the con¬ 
cept of a melting pot.” 

Taking the helm at Melt¬ 
down is no small feat. Over 
the last 25 years the week- 
long celebration of the capi¬ 
tal’s musical mix has been 
headed up by a host of gen¬ 
uine legends, from the likes 
of Patti Smith, David Bowie 
and Ray Davies to Yoko 
Ono, David Byrne and Mor¬ 
rissey among others. 

But M.I.A., no stranger 
to the headlines, is a bona 
fide superstar in her own 
right these days. 

Nominated for an 
Academy award, two Gram- 


mys and a Mercury Prize, 
the rapper’s accolade-laden 
music career spans 13 years 


and five albums - all the 
while defying stylistic gen¬ 
res, with influences rang¬ 
ing from nu rave and 
dancehall to hip-hop 
and world music. Chart 
heavyweights Christina 
Aguilera, Madonna and 
Nicki Minaj are among 
her list of collaborators, 
while she has also 
worked with rap megas¬ 
tars Kanye West, Jay-Z 
and Lil Wayne. 

One of pop music’s 
true social strivers, 
M.I.A.’s unique brand 
of RnB has always been 
fully charged with 
sharp comment on her 
life and times. 

Her 2007 Top 20 hit 
Paper Planes ques¬ 
tioned immigrant 
stereotypes and was 
featured on the sound¬ 
track to Danny Boyle’s 
film Slumdog Million¬ 
aire. 

And her alter music 
videos for Bad Girls and 
Born Free were both 
critically acclaimed and 
politically polarising. 

Some of the world’s 
biggest stars have been 
falling over themselves 
simply to be seen with 
Maya. 

This machine-gun ap¬ 
proach, however, has 
come at a price. She 
was infamously rapped 
by the NFL after flip¬ 
ping her middle finger 
during a half-time per¬ 
formance at the 2012 
Super Bowl. 

And she came under 
heavy fire from French 
football club Paris 
Saint-Germain for 
sporting a replica shirt 


in the video for her 2015 
single Borders having 
cheekily tweaked the name 
of the sponsor Fly Emirates 
to Fly Pirates. 

Many fans would agree 
that an occasional dip in 
the hot water is a small 
price to pay for an artist so 
determined to push bound¬ 
aries with her music. 

Her latest record, AIM, 
her fifth full-length album, 
delights in further ruffling 
feathers. 

It incorporates her vin¬ 
tage brand of downbeat 
electronica flavoured with 
world music rhythms and a 
defiantly western pop sen¬ 
sibility. 

As well as her music, 
M.I.A. is also a director, vi¬ 
sual artist, photographer, 
fashion designer, model and 
activist. 

She spearheaded a 
clothes recycling project 
with high-street brand 
H&M and her first public 
exhibition of art was nomi¬ 
nated for an Alternative 
Turner Prize. 

Love her or hate her, it 
seems M.I.A. has become an 
essential addition to our na¬ 
tional cultural palette. 

“Respect the history, 
don’t live in it,” she 
proudly proclaims ahead of 
this year’s Meltdown. 

“I plan to bring together 
music’s best forward- 
thinkers who have con¬ 
tributed to all our lives. 
When music acts as inspi¬ 
ration, it’s boundary-less.” 

M.I.A. is curating this 
year’s Meltdown Festival at 
the Southbank Centre, be¬ 
tween June 9 and 18. A full 
line-up will be announced in 
the coming months.

T HE greatest thing about popu¬ 
lar music is that it is colour 
blind. Black or white, it has 
never mattered to the music 
and there are few great white 
bands around who would not say, hand on 
heart, that their greatest influence has 
been black musicians. 

Elvis wouldn’t have even got off the 
starting block in his rise to become The 
King had it not been for the influence of 
the blues all around him in his youth. The 
Beatles would not have become anything 
close to fab had it not been for Chuck 
Berry, Arthur Alexander, Barrett Strong 
and Motown. 

The Stones would never even have 
started without the blues and in their time 
- up to and including their latest album 
Blue & Lonesome - they have bent over 
every which way to honour the genius of 
the black musicians who shaped their 
sound. 

As Keith Richards, champion of the 
blues and reggae, said of the impact 
that originally-black music first 
had on him: “I didn't think in 
terms of black or white then. 

You didn’t know whether 
Chuck Berry was black or 
white - it was not a concern. It 
was just what came in the ears 
and, my, what it did to you.” 

Paul McCartney laid out the 
concept in Ebony & Ivory that 
black and white make harmony. 

And although he has been criticised 
at times for the simplicity of the mas¬ 
sive hit, he has explained that he deliber¬ 
ately wrote it to be a massive hit - as you 
can if you’re Macca - because of the im¬ 
portance of the song’s key message. 

So it is somewhat dismaying that now, 
following in the footsteps of the Oscars, 
music is being dragged into a racism row 
which true musicians would not recog¬ 
nise. 

Solange slammed the Grammy Awards 
on Twitter last week over what she sees as 
a lack of diversity among the Album of the 
Year winners. The singer argued that of 
the hundreds of black artists to put out 
music in recent years, only a few have 
taken home the top award. 

Meanwhile CNN made it worse with a 
report headlined “Is racism why Adele 
beat Bey once at the Grammys?” 

The report continued to note that Bey- 
once’s Lemonade did not win album of the 
year and added: “But with its racial 
themes and imagery, some are questioning 
if the project was ‘just too black’ for 
Grammy voters.” 

CNN continued: “Kevin Powell, author 
of the memoir The Education of Kevin 
Powell and a forthcoming biography on 
rapper Tupac Shakur, thinks so. 

“He told CNN ‘Beyonce’s Lemonade 
made a lot of people uncomfortable, be¬ 
cause it is so political, so spiritual, so un- 
apologetically black, and so brutally 
honest about love, self-love, trust, be¬ 
trayal’.” 

CNN went on: “Powell, who has written 
about music and race for various publica¬ 
tions, including Vibe magazine, said ‘We 
are still a nation that does not want to deal 
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so directly with 
truth. Adele’s album 
is strong but it is just 
songs about love. It is safe 
and uncontroversial; it breaks no new 
ground. And neither do Grammy voters, 
generally speaking, when it comes to pick¬ 
ing winners of this particular award’.” 

It would be hideous and against every¬ 
thing that any great musician stands for if, 
aided and abetted by the Einsteins of Twit¬ 
ter, this racism jibe degenerates into mak¬ 
ing music an issue of colour. As Richards 
says, you don’t hear in colour and, even if 
you did, what on Earth sort of difference 
should that make to right-thinking people? 

Black artists have won many Grammys; 
Quincey Jones has 27, Stevie Wonder 25, 
Beyonce 22, Jay Z and Kayne West 21 
apiece, Michael Jackson carried off 19 and 
Aretha Franklin has 18 to her name so far 
and will doubtless win a bunch more when 
she releases her “last” album before retire¬ 
ment this year. 

But that does not mean that the Gram¬ 
mys’ “race problem”, as The New York 
Times put it, is not, as it also put it, “perni¬ 
cious”. 

However, we should resist confusing ap¬ 
ples and oranges; there is often a chasm of 
difference between great music and music 
that wins awards. Just because anything 
wins album of the year, it doesn’t mean 
that it actually is; awards and art are not 
necessarily the same thing. 

Without black and white musicians 
working together, influencing each other, 
there would have been no music of any 
great note these past 60 years and organis¬ 
ers of Wednesday’s Brit Awards hope that 
this, and not agitation, will be the underly¬ 
ing message of the show. 

If Beyonce not Christine And The 
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Queens win the Best International Artist 
Brit, or if Bowie and not Craig David takes 
the British Male Solo award, it should not 
matter; what matters is that great music 
that Robert Johnson first taught everyone 
to play continues to be made.

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Oily fish ‘can reverse damage 
done by a diet of junk food’ 


J UST two portions of oily fish a week 
can reverse the damage caused by a 
junk-food diet, suggests new research. 
The study shows eating fish such as 
mackerel, salmon and pilchards twice 
a week can clear up serious problems caused 
to the body’s immune system by obesity. 

And supplemented milk could soon reverse 
changes caused to the immune system by 
overeating even more dramatically. 

It has long been known that obesity can 
wreck havoc on the immune system, leading 
to potentially life-threatening conditions such 
as type 2 diabetes, coronary heart disease, 
cancer, and stroke. The effects are similar to 
those caused by ageing. 

Obesity can prevent people producing 
enough antibodies, the proteins which attack 
bacteria and viruses when the body comes 
under threat. 

And as one in four adults in Britain are 
obese, experts are desperate to find a way to 
reduce the health risks caused by being over¬ 
weight. 

Researchers decided to test two potential 
food supplements to see if they could reverse 
these changes. 

Omega-3 fatty acids, such as those found in 
oily fish and seaweed, were tested alongside 
2-hydroxyoleic acid, a synthetic substance de¬ 
rived from oleic acid. 

During the study, 32 mice were fed diets to 
ensure they became obese. 

The researchers then identified signs of ox¬ 
idative stress and certain properties of cells 
indicated ageing of the immune system. 

The team then split the mice into groups. 
The mice received food supplemented either 
with 2-hydroxyoleic acid or omega-3 fatty 
acids. 

N-3 PUFA was used as the omega-3 supple¬ 
ment and 2-OHOA was used as the 2-hydroxy- 
oleic acid. 

After eight weeks, the researchers studied 
the spleens of the mice and found both supple¬ 
ments reduced the affects caused by obesity 
on the immune system. 

While the omega-3-fed mice improved, those 
fed 2-OHOA saw a greater improvement. 




Two portions 
of oily fish a 
week can

Study author Dr Fatima Perez de Heredia, 
of Liverpool John Moores University, said: 
“The acid 2-hydroxyoleic acid is a synthetic 
derivative of oleic acid. 

“While 2-hydrosoleic acid cannot be found 
in any foods at the moment, it could be that 
food manufacturers could be used to enrichen 
foods like milk in the future. 

“Both long-chain and short-chain omega-3 
have benefits. Foods containing longer-chain 


omega-3 include seaweed like algae and oily 
fish like sardines.” 

While Dr Perez de Heredia said that al¬ 
though everyone reacts differently to changes 
in diet, the Mediterranean diet is a good place 
to start. 

She said: “Definitely the Mediterranean 
diet, that is two portions of fish, one being 
oily, a week is a good place to start. 

“It is not clear whether you could still re¬ 
ceive the benefits of these supplements if you 
are still overweight. This could be the case for 
some people - but for others, they may have 
to lose the weight to get these benefits. 

“This is the first study, at least to our 
knowledge, to suggest the efficacy of 2-hydrox- 
yoleic acid for reversing obesity-associated 
immune alterations and improving oxidative 
stress. 

“Our findings support a link between obe¬ 
sity and immunosenescence and suggest a po¬ 
tential therapeutic tool for obesity-related 
immune dysfunction.” 

The findings were published in the journal 
Experimental Physiology. 


‘Beckham boost’ for sales of obscure cookbook 


SALES of an obscure grilling cookbook have 
skyrocketed after it was chosen to be taken 
on a desert island - by David Beckham. 

The football star included cookbook Mall- 
mann On Fire, by Francis Mallmann, as one 
of his picks on the BBC Radio 4 show Desert 
Island Discs this month. 

Mallmann, labelled an expert on cooking 
with fire, explores open-fire cooking in re¬ 
mote locations. 

Becks said: “One of my passions, On Fire 
by Francis Mallmann. It teaches you to cook 
anywhere - so if I was stuck on an island, I 
could rustle up something.” 

And now sales have shot through the roof. 
The book sold out on Amazon, and other re¬ 
tailers were scrambling to restock - pushing 


it into the top 0.1 per cent of sales on the mas¬ 
sive bookseller. 

The book is currently 1,300th on the Ama¬ 
zon bestseller list - out of 15 million books. 

Rob Richardson, spokesman for UK dis¬ 
tributor Melia Publishing Services, said: 
“After the broadcast, we were contacted by 
Amazon to say that they had experienced 
high demand for the book, and we immedi¬ 
ately went out of stock within a couple of 
days. 

“Luckily, by chance - as we had obviously 
had no idea that this was going to happen - 
we had a reprint on its way to us, so the book 
will be back in stock soon. We expect to see 
a continued surge in sales due to the Beck¬ 
ham boost as we are calling it.” 


Mallmann On Fire is a sequel to the Ar¬ 
gentinian chefs 2013 book Seven Fires, which 
claims to maximise flavour with wood-fired 
cooking. 

Amazon reviewers praised the book, call¬ 
ing it a must-have for food lovers. 

liana Netiv said: “Beautiful book, exceeds 
expectations. 

“Nice recipes and the whole look and feel 
transport you to the beautiful outdoors, just 
like Mallmann intended.” 

Jason Kavanagh said: “Great book, it’s 
just as much about Francis as it is about the 
food. Makes you want to go to middle of 
nowhere, build a fire and cook.”

MARK HIX MBE'S 
RECIPE OF THE WEEK 



TRY to use a single cut for this, or a single 
muscle, as a mixture of all different cuts and 
muscles means you end up with a curry with 
some meat that is cooked, and some that is 
undercooked or overcooked, as different cuts 
take different times to cook. 

For the roasted curry powder 
(makes about 100g) 

The seeds from 15 green cardamom pods 

1 tbsp fenugreek seeds 

Itbsp fennel seeds 

1 tbsp fenugreek leaves 

Itbsp cumin seeds 

Itsp ground cinnamon 

Itbsp dried chillies 

V 2 tbsp caraway seeds 

l/ 2 tbsp nigella seeds 

1 tbsp ground or freshly grated turmeric 

4 cloves 

6 juniper berries 
Itbsp ground coriander 

1 tbsp black or yellow mustard seeds 
Itbsp ground cumin 

Grind the juniper berries and all the spices, 
except the ground cumin, cinnamon and 
coriander, in a grinder or with a mortar and 
pestle. Now mix them with the shop-bought, 
pre-ground spices and sprinkle into a heavy- 
bottomed frying pan. 

Cook the mixture on a medium heat, stirring 
constantly and not letting them burn, until they 
turn dark brown. Transfer to a plate and leave to 
cool, then store in a sealed jar. 

For the curry 

500g shoulder or single muscle of deer meat, 
cut into rough 3cm dice 

2 medium red onions, peeled, halved and 
finely chopped 

5 medium cloves of garlic, peeled and 
crushed 

2 black cardamom pods 

30-40g root ginger, scraped and finely grated 

A good pinch of saffron 

2-3tbsp curry leaves 

50g ghee 

3tbsp roasted curry powder (see above) 
Itbsp tomato puree 
11tr lamb or beef stock 
4 dried red chillies 
5-6tbsp chopped coriander 

Season the meat, heat a heavy frying pan and 
brown the meat on all sides. Meanwhile, make 
the sauce: gently cook the onion, garlic, ginger, 
saffron, curry leaves, fenugreek and black 
cardamom in the ghee for 3-4 minutes, until 
soft. Add the curry powder and tomato puree 
and stir well. Add the stock, deer meat and dried 
chillies, bring to the boil and simmer gently for 
about an hour or until the meat is tender. Now 
stir in the coriander and serve.

“I’ve always had that back¬ 
ground and so it’s been a 
great opportunity to be in this 
sort of show.” 

Haydon joined Thriller Live 
back in 2009 and after playing 
a different role for a few 
years, settled into the part of

the show he now performs, 
which enables him to sing 
some of the pop icon’s most fa¬ 
mous songs. 

Haydon admits that the 
smash hits Human Nature 
and Man in the Mirror are his 
favourite to present.

“I feel like the audience are 
coming to see a show of 
Michael so it’s definitely 
something I do. People want 
to hear the way he sang it, so 


it’s kind of hard not to.” 

In fact, so good is Haydon’s 
portrayal of Michael that an¬ 
other of the Jacksons, Tito 
asked the singer to perform 
alongside him. 

“I’ve had the opportunity to 
tour with Tito over the last 
year; we’ve done about five 
shows together and it’s just 
surreal. I watched them on 
TV when I was growing up 
and to be in the same dressing 
room, talking about normal 
things is surreal. It’s amazing 
to share the stage with him.” 

After eight years perform¬ 
ing in the same show there 
must be the danger that the 
job becomes staid, but Hay¬ 
don assures me, for him, it is 
still just as exciting as when 
he first took to the stage. 

“I don’t get bored of the 
show and I think that’s the 
reason why I’ve stayed in it 
for so long. It’s got great 
music and the show changes 
quite a bit; they change songs 
around and the staging chore¬ 
ography and costumes, so I 
think it keeps it fresh all the 
time. I’m still enjoying my¬ 
self.” 

Dance was one of the ele¬ 
ments Michael Jackson was 
best known for, but especially 
one particular move, so I fi¬ 
nally asked Haydon if he had 
any tips for wannabe moon- 
walkers and he laughed and 
said, “Don’t fall over, wear 
slippery shoes or do it in your 
socks on a wooden floor.”

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FOLLOWING an onslaught of news 
reporting that London is no longer in 
the top 10 cities in Europe for property 
investment and that the number of 
first-time house buyers in Britain is 
falling, a long shadow has been cast on 
London's status as an international 
property hotspot. 

Investors'fears over a property 
market bubble on the verge of 
bursting have been exacerbated by the 
looming stamp duty deadline in April. 

However, Tal Orly, CEO of Cogress, 
the open equity investment platform 
for property, making investment 
accessible and transparent, takes a 
decidedly different stance, and shares 
his top reasons why investors can be 
sure that London will continue to be a 
property investment hotspot that 
offers the best ROIs 

B Y basing reports on cheap 
housing prices, the influ¬ 
ence of traditional prime 
property investment in 
London is ignored. 

The most recent Emerging Trends 
in Real Estate report released by 
PWC and the Urban Land Institute, 
which is calling for yield compres¬ 
sion in the UK capital, predicts 
quite negative investment prospects 
for London. However, this report by 
basing its analysis on cheap hous¬ 
ing prices ignores the astonishing 
growth that Prime Central London 


(PCL) housing has been experienc¬ 
ing year-on-year. The common con¬ 
sensus is that house prices have 
flattened out across the United 
Kingdom over most of 2015 and now 
into 2016. Nevertheless, a string of 
recent UK house price indices, such 
as the latest one produced by Na¬ 
tionwide, have proven that this is a 
mere misconception. 

What has in fact slowed down is 
only the acceleration of the percent¬ 
age increase in house prices - when 
a vehicle slows its speed down from 
70mph to 30mph it’s still moving 
forward, although the driver may 
feel a dip in adrenaline. 

This softening growth is no rea¬ 
son to panic because on a month-on- 
month basis we are still seeing 
prices continue to rise. It is unlikely 
that this is to change anytime soon, 
which means that the market re¬ 
mains healthy and will keep price 
surges brisk. 

Moreover, higher rates of stamp 
duty may boost the market, as peo¬ 
ple rush to complete transactions 
before the changes come into force 
in April this year. 

Undoubtedly, levels of expecta¬ 
tion among sellers, and the estate 
agents who are controlling these 
property sales have changed, which 


is arguably an adjustment for the 
better. In a bull property market, ex¬ 
pectations always intensify and 
vendors can become greedy. How¬ 
ever, the deceleration of house 
prices has produced more realistic 
asking prices on the open market. 

When the market was at its peak 
between 2012-2014, the gap between 
‘asking prices’ and ‘sold prices’ was 
at its largest. In some areas of prime 
London, sellers experienced a stag¬ 
gering 50% difference between what 
they asked for and what the prop¬ 
erty actually sold for. So, people ask¬ 
ing for £L5m sold the property at an 
achieved price of £L0m. There 
should be no doubt that this repre¬ 
sented an unhealthy state of affairs, 
which is quite rightly being cor¬ 
rected in today’s bear market. 

The fringe regions of the 
capital will form the main 
driver of price growth in 
2016 

Good news emerges from the fringe 
regions of the capital, as they are be¬ 
coming the main driver of price 
growth in 2016. Price differentials 
between London and the commuter 
zone have been widening signifi¬ 
cantly in the past 10 years. Loca¬ 


tions such as Oxford, Reading, 
Guildford, Winchester, Maidstone, 
Chelmsford and Cambridge have 
held up well amongst the variety of 
commuter belt cities in the South 
East of England. 

Growth in these regions show no 
signs of slowing down as Cross Rail 
and HS2 will only further add to 
their popularity among City work¬ 
ers looking for cheaper housing al¬ 
ternatives. 

In these inexpensive areas, which 
are less affected by economic and 
political changes, the new stamp 
duty rates will be significantly 
lower than those required in inner 
London, so it’s likely that they will 
continue to blossom and maintain 
their growth. 

For example, a four bedroom fam¬ 
ily house in Chelsea is worth circa 
£6,000,000 and the stamp duty is 
£633,750 - well over 10% of the pur¬ 
chase price. In comparison, the 
same size house in Guildford is 
worth closer to £1 million with a 
considerably lower stamp duty of 
£43,750, which is just over 4% of the 
purchase price. We can expect that 
the tax change may impact buyers 
in London who will find the London 
commuter zone to be an extremely 
attractive option for purchasing a 
property. 


With demand outpacing 
supply, prices will still rise 

All of the above will certainly im¬ 
pact the London property market 
with knock-on effects that may 
cause buyers, sellers and lenders to 
act cautiously. 

However, the bottom-line re¬ 
mains that the demand for property 
in the capital continues to outpace 
supply. The substantial imbalance 
between supply and demand is set 
to persist and will maintain upward 
pressure on house prices in 2016. 

This demand is sure to be ampli¬ 
fied by London’s booming popula¬ 
tion with the city’s projected 
population set to surpass 10 million 
by 2030 thanks to a flourishing econ¬ 
omy, a rising birth rate and a falling 
death rate. 

Contemporary forecasts that call 
for the fall of London’s property 
market miss the fact that property 
investment has been and continues 
to be a long-term project. 

Ultimately, these factors illus¬ 
trate just how resilient and robust 
the residential property market is 
in London and the greater South 
East area. And this is undoubtedly, 
reassuring news to the ears of un¬ 
nerved investors.

MATT Smith looks deter¬ 
mined to prove Fulham 
wrong for allowing him to 
leave and join West London 
neighbours Queens Park 
Rangers in the January 
transfer window. 

The giant 6ft 6in centre-for¬ 
ward set Rangers on the way 
to an emphatic 4-1 victory at 
Birmingham City on Satur¬ 
day.

(against Huddersfield Town, 
a 2-1 defeat at Loftus Road) - 
and the last couple of weeks. 

“Unfortunately, things had¬ 
n’t gone for us but, today, we 
made them go for us. 

“It was disappointing not 
to keep a clean sheet right at 
the end but, to a man, the 
boys looked like they be¬ 
lieved in themselves - they 
believed in what we were 
doing.

forward to playing and was excited to help this team. What¬ 
ever happens in the future and what happened before is not 
important. They’re distractions we don’t need. I’m here to 
help the cause, help the team. If the club count on me and 
want me to stay here, I will stay and that was obviously the 
case (last month).

Terry proves his worth 


Skipper leads Blues to FA Cup tie with Mourinho’s men 


This week at

ANTONIO Conte will be hammering 
into his players this week the impor¬ 
tance of getting three points against 
Swansea City on Saturday as Chelsea 
resume Premier League action follow¬ 
ing the weekend’s 2-0 FA Cup fifth- 
round victory at Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

Second-half goals from Pedro and 
Diego Costa sealed the win but it was 
hard going against the Championship 
side in the Black Country. 

Blues will face Jose Mourinho’s 
Manchester United at home in their 
quarter-final. 

But Conte will be quick to dispel any 
thoughts of replicating the 4-0 drubbing 
they handed out to United earlier this 
season, or Wembley glory in May, as the 
league leaders return to Stamford 
Bridge after successive away matches. 

Having watched on television as Lin¬ 
coln City dispatched Burnley at Turf 
Moor just hours before, the coach ad¬ 
mits he used that sensational 1-0 victory 
for the non-Leaguers as an example of 
what can happen if players’ concentra¬ 
tion is not at the right level. 

“The result was very important to in¬ 
crease the concentration of the players,” 
he said. “But my players have good ex¬ 
perience because a lot of them play in 
England for many years and they know 
the difficulty of the competition. 

“For me, this is the first experience 
(of the FA Cup) but despite this I was 
very focused on Wolverhampton’s 
game. 

“It’s important to tell the players 
what could happen, to repeat this and to 
keep the concentration very high but 


sometimes it’s important to allow the 
players to reflect this themselves.” 

Conte made seven changes from the 
previous week’s 1-1 league draw at 
Burnley, including a recall for 36-year- 
old skipper John Terry, a player he said 
would not be picked on sentiment but 
merit. 

“I want to be very clear, because 
every player deserves to play and I am 
pleased to give them the opportunity. 
But not because of sentiment. The right 
way is to give every player what they 
deserve. 

“John deserved to play in this game, 
he played very well and I’m very happy 
for him. He is my captain and important 
on and off the pitch. And I repeat, he is 
helping me a lot and I’m very pleased to 
have him in my squad, and also to know 
this type of person.” 

On the other hand, Ruben Loftus- 
Cheek and Michy Batshuayi, who 
started the last round against Brentford, 
were dumped on to the subs’ bench at 
Molineux. 

Conte’s explanation is revealing and 
expresses the pressure from the board 
to deliver success first ahead of player 
development. 

“Against Wolves it was important to 
continue to play with Costa, Willian and 
Hazard, and not forget - our target is to 
win, not to try to make all the players 
happy. 

“It’s important to have all the right 
choices because, for Diego, it was very 
important to play, to score. The same for 
Hazard and Willian. I repeat it’s impor¬ 
tant to find the best solution.” 

So there you have it, win at all costs 
- the chances of either Loftus-Cheek or 
Batshuayi starting against United in the 
next round are zilch. 

As for the thorny question of Terry’s 
future, Conte has been well briefed and 
gives the same company line. What 
Terry makes of it remains to be seen. 

“I like to reply this question of John 


but also all the players,” he said. “For us 
it’s very important to be focused on the 
present. 

“Now we stay in a good position, top 
of the table, in the quarter-final of the 
FA Cup. The most important thing now 
is the present, to work and build a good 
future. Then, for sure, we’ll see the sit¬ 
uation of every player. We try to make 
the best decision for every player.” 

Conte admits he would like to see 
Terry lift the FA Cup in May. He said: 
“Yes, I’ll sign for this now. But it won’t 
be easy. Now there are eight strong 
teams with great surprises. But we have 
to think about ourselves, to go step by 
step. This week we start to think about 
the league, when we play against 
Swansea, and, for sure, it will be a tough 
game but it’s important to win.” 

Goalkeeper Asmir Begovic kept a 
clean sheet in the FA Cup victory at 
Wolves. The Bosnian failed to leave the 
Bridge for AFC Bournemouth in the 
January window - because Blues re¬ 
fused to sign a replacement. 

But the 29-year-old keeper, standing 
in for regular first choice Thibaut Cour- 
tois, is a professional, very pragmatic 
and gets on with his job with style and 
humility. 

Of the win at Molineux, the ex-Stoke 
City No 1 said: “Job done is the best way 
to sum it up. The first half was very dif¬ 
ficult, we expected them to come out of 
the gate very strong. They had the 
crowd behind them and the atmosphere 
was very strong. It was difficult for us 
to get hold of and control the game. We 
did that more in the second half, were 
able to create more chances and get two 
important goals.” 

On the quality of Chelsea’s team at 
Wolverhampton, he said: “We treat this 
competition very seriously, we aim to 
win it. 

“What Wolves had done in the previ¬ 
ous rounds played a part (in Chelsea’s 
team selection). They’re a good side and 


it’s a very good club. It was important 
for us to play a strong team and put in a 
performance. 

“The boys defended superbly, espe¬ 
cially the three at the back - Kurt 
Zouma, JT and Nathan Ake. They 
helped out a lot, they stayed together 
and covered each other. We had to deal 
with a lot of crosses and high balls into 
the box. As the game went on we tried 
to stop the crosses coming in, that 
helped out as well, but the three boys in 
front of me did really well.” 

Has Terry still got what it takes to 
perform at the highest level? 

“Yes, absolutely. He’s obviously a 
quality defender, one of the best ever in 
the history of the Premier League. He’s 
got talent, he’s got ability, is always 
good to play with and is reliable. He is 
there for us to use. We have great com¬ 
petition for places, especially in that de¬ 
fensive area. Whenever he’s called 
upon, we are very confident. 

“It’s important for the players who 
don’t play regularly to show their qual¬ 
ity and what you can bring to the team 
when called upon. We try to do that. The 
team is doing really well, so it’s very dif¬ 
ficult to change it on a weekly basis, but 
some of us were given an opportunity at 
Wolves and it was nice to show what we 
can do.” 

Will this be Terry’s last year with 
Chelsea? Begovic said: “You wouldn’t 
know. He trains every day, he’s as fit as 
a fiddle and you don’t get the sense that 
he is coming to an end. What he has in 
his mind and what he is planning to do 
is something only he can answer. I can 
see him continuing to play and while he 
is playing like this, I don’t see why he 
should quit. But if he collects two tro¬ 
phies (this season), maybe that’s a great 
way to go out. Who knows?” 

But what about Begovic’s future? 

“It’s no problem. I’ve been around the 
block, so have experience. I was looking

Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic must hope that 
Sunday's feeble 3-0 FA Cup 
home defeat by Tottenham 
Hotspur will not derail his 
team's more important bid to 
keep on moving up the 
Championship table. 

Harry Kane's hat-trick made 
all the difference in this 
London derby but the harsh 
reality is that the Premier 
League side totally controlled 
the fifth-round tie and were 
far superior in every 
department. 

What disappointed many 
Fulham fans still dreaming of 
FA Cup glory for the first time 
in the club's 145-year 
existence is that their side 
bowed out of the competition 
with barely a whimper. They 
were out-muscled and out- 
thought and failed to lay a 
glove on their Premier League 
opponents, who three days 
earlier had been embarrassed 
by the eighth-best team in 
Belgium amid a relatively lean 
run. 

Tottenham boss Mauricio 
Pochettino paid the FA Cup 
and Fulham full respect by 
naming a strong starting line¬ 
up. In return, Fulham paid 
them far too much respect 
and looked intimidated by the 
visitors. From the outset of 
this one-sided tie, there was 
absolutely no chance of 
Fulham's emulating their 4-0 
victory over Spurs when the 
teams last met in the FA Cup 
six years ago. 

Central-defenders Tim Ream 
and Tomas Kalas had a torrid 
time trying to contain 
England striker Kane; Christian 
Eriksen tormented Scott 
Malone at left-back; and Denis 
Odio had his hands full with 
Son Heung-min on the 
opposite flank. Keeper Marcus 
Bettinelli looked nervy, almost 
gifting Spurs their opener 
with a sloppy forward pass 
that was intercepted. 

Defensive midfield anchor 
Kevin McDonald looked out of 
his depth as Spurs passed 
around him at will, although 
he missed Whites' best chance 
when he headed over the bar 
in the second half. The more 
creative Tom Cairney and 
Stefan Johansen were denied 
time and space by 
fast-pressing opponents. 

It was a tough examination 
of Jokanovic's tactics, too. Up 
front, he opted for the pace of 
Neeskens Kebano rather than 
the experience and power of 
leading scorer Chris Martin 
but theTongalese is clearly 
not suited to the lone striker's 
role. For long spells he was 
isolated, starved of decent 
service and chasing forlornly 
after long balls that were 
repeatedly over-hit or 
misdirected. 

Fulham sacrificed their usual 
passing game for a more 
direct approach but it failed 
miserably. And they were too 
passive without the ball. 

With Floyd Ayite often
